At the same time he offered 
to relieve her of the care of three of 
her children, Mrs. Pitzel, consenting to this 
proposition, surrendered to his charge her 
daughters, Alice and Nellie, aged 15 and 13 
respectively, and her son, Howard, aged 11. 
Her two other children, Jessie, aged 17, and 
& son now 20 months old, she took with her 
to the home of her parents in Galva, where 
they still remain. 


Holmes Kept Her on the Go. 


Mrs. Pitzel confirms the story of the chase 
Holmes led her through the country looking 
for her husband. He told her at various 
times her husband was in ‘this piace or that, 
and that if she would go there she would meet 
him. She was kept traveling from State to 
State, but Holmes’ promise that she should 
see Pitzel was-never made good. One piace 
where she waa told to meet him was Burling- 
ton, Vt., where, Mrs, Pitzel said yesterday, it 
might be well to look for more bodies. She 
would not explain this expression further than 
to say that she thought Holmes induced her 
- go to Burlington for the purpose of killing 
er, 

Eugene Hayward, at whose house Mrs. Pit- 
zel is stopping, isa carpenter by trade and 
has lived in Chicago four years. His wife is 
an intimate friend of Mrs, Pitzel, but they 
are not related, 

Mrs. Pitzel has not decided whether she 
will go to Torronto to assist in the identifica- 
tion of the bodies, She will wait fur advices 
from tke officials, She says the insurance 
company has been uniformly kind and con- 
siderate to her throughout her troubles, and 
it is probable she will be largely guided by 
them in the present state of affairs. 


rene | TO THE MISSING PITZEL BOY. 


No Doubt Murdered in Indianapolis and 
Body Shipped to Chicago. 
Indianapolis, Ind., July 16.—[{Special.]—De- 
velopments here in the last few days point to 
another horrible chapter in the story of H. 
H. Holmes’ crimes. The third missing Pit- 
zel child, a boy of 8 years, is now believed to 
have been murdered here by Holmes and the 
body taken to Chicago in a trunk on the same 
trafh that carried the two sisters, Alice and 
Nellie Pitzel, whose bodies were found yes- 
terday in Toronto. The girls never knew of 
the fate of their brother. Holmes told them 
he had sent the child to Mrs. Pitzel. : 
Three weeks ago the whole subject was re- 
vived by the arrival in the city of Detective 
Geyer of Philadelphia, who, 'in company with 
Chief of Detectives Splaan and Detective, 
Kinney, went to work to trace the move- 
ments of Howard. It was found that How- 
ard arrived at English’s Hotel Sept. 24 and 
registered thr three children he had with 
him as the Kenyon children. They were 
Alice Pitzel, 14; Nellie Pitzel, 13; and the boy, 
Howard Pitzel, 8. It is now apparent Holmes 
had then decided on murdering all three as 
soon he got rid of the father. The morning 
of Sept. 25 Howard left English’s and in the 
afternoon of the same day he was seen in 
company with the children at the old Circle 
House. There trace of the children is lost, 
all except the oldest, Alice. She was taken 
to the Stubbins Hotel, in South Illinois 
street, and left alone. She remained there 
until Sept 28 under the name of Miss How-

ard, when she got a telegram from Cincin- 
nati asking her to come there and meet 
lHioward, as Holmes was known to her. 
Soon afterward it was found that Alice Pit- 
zel returned and was registered at the Circle 
Park Hotel. The whole family seemed to 
have disappeared from Indianapolis for a 
while until Oct. 4, when the Kenyon children 
were again registered at the Circle House, 
The morning of Oct. 8 Howard, in company 
with the two girls, left the Circle House. 
The boy was not with them and has never 
been seen since that day. The two girls 
were traced to Chicago, to which place they 
went direct from here. The trail of the boy 
ended at the Circle House in this city. 

When Frank Geyer, the Philadelphia de- 
tective, was here a few day# ago he urged 
upon the local detectives the importance of 
tracing the boy from the morning of Oct. 8. 
Chief? of Detectives Splaan and Detective 
Kinney went to work and hunted up every- 
body who could throw any light on the sub- 
ject. It was soon found that on the evening 
of Oct. 7 a trunk had been taken from the 
Circle House, and the theory of the detect- 
fves that the boy was murdered in the hotel 
and shipped away seemed to be confirmed. 
Ever since then the detectives have bent 
their energies to discover who took the 
trunk away and where it was shipped to. 
Not until yesterday did they find the man 
who took it away. It was found to be an 
expressman named Lewis Jacobs, a col- 
ored driver for Transferman Puryear. 
Jacobs’ memory is not distinct. He was 
hired late in the afternoon by a man whose 
description fits Holmes to Call at the Circle 
House for a trunk. It was a surprise to 
Jacobs that the trunk was taken out of the 
back way of the hotel. Holmes, always 
known here as Howard, never lost sight of 
the trunk until it was loaded in the express 
wagon. He ordered it taken to the east 
platform of Union Station and left there. 
It was a fiat top, canvas covered trunk, 
and Expressman Jacobs remembers it was 
light, weighing about as heavy as an 8- 
year-old child. The trunk was delivered as 
directed, and no trace of it has been heard 
of since. The detectives traced Holmes 
and the two sisters to Chicago, where they 
went on the following morning, but have 
never made a search in Chicago for the 
boy’s body, as he did not arrive with the 
girls, and it was supposed he had been sent 
elsewhere from this city.

CAPT, GEER cau THE BIG SERPENT.

Corroborates the St#ry of a Sea Monster in 
Long Island Sound. 

New York, July 16.—[Special.]—Capt. 
Geer, who commands the Norwich line steam- 
er City of Lowell, has a reputation for verac- 
ity with his agents, 60 when he corroborated 
the story this morning of having seen a real 
sea serpent pursuing ite way up Long Island 
Sound in the wake of the City of Lowell on 
its trip to New London yesterday Supt. Brady 
could only believe him. 

The monster was first reported as seen by 
the crew of the yacht Agnes of the New York 
Yacht club, commanded by Capt. J. Norton 
Winslow, who reported the matter in New 
London, and when the City of Lowell’s pas- 
sengers saw the same creature, for their de- 
scription was identical with that of Capt. 
Winslow’s, the story was telegraphed to this 
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say exactly what he thinks of Sena- 
tor Hili’s “shameful and disgraceful 
action,”’ as he termed it. The Police 
Commissioner’s speech was delivered to- 
night at a meeting of Good Government Club 
I, In hia public letter attacking the Police 
Commissioners of the city Ser SLilh 
Commissioner Roosevelt as ‘the © 


views, singling him out for a violent attack ia 
connection with the excise law just now hav- 
ing so greata part of the public attention. 
Senator Hill complained that the law was 
honestly enforced that had been put upon the 
statute books by himself and Tammany. 
Com missioner Roosevelt said: 

I don’t usually ascribe motives touching upon 
this point, and I would ordinarily hesitate in 
speaking of a United States Senator to say that 
his Governor and his Legislature (for he con- 
trolled them both, absolutely) deliberately 
enacted a law which they deliberately intended 
to be dishonestly executed; but I don’t have to 
ascribe motives in this case, for Senator Hill's 
letter is in effect a frank avowal that these were 
the motives which actuated the Tammany Legis- 
lature that passed the present law. This law is 
now being honestly enforced, and Senator Hill’s 
assault upon that bonest enforcement is tanta- 
mount to the admission, in the first place, that 
it never had been honestly enforced be- 
fore, and in the next plac that he 
had never expected it to be honestly enforced, A 
more humiliating position was never taken by a 
public man than this position which has been 
taken by Senator Hill. It is but natural that he 
and Tammany should grow wild with anger at 
the honest enforcement of the law. for it was a 
law which was intended to be the most potent 
weapon in keeping the saloons subservient allies 
of Mr. Hill’s machine. Itisashame and a dis- 
grace tothe State that one of its United States 
Senators should venture openly to appear asa 
champion of the dishonest enforcement of law, 
for that is all that is meant by this outcry in fa- 
vor of enforciug the laws liberally, exactly as 
Tammany Hall enforced them. 

Then Commissioner Rooseveit, referring to 
Hill’s demagogic statement that there was a 
discrimination in the enforcement of the law 
against the poor man and in favor of the rich 
and in his comparison between Roosevelt 
taking a champagne dinner at the Union 
League club and the poor man to whom 
Roosevelt denied even his Sunday beer, said: 

As to me, his statement is false and is made 
out of whole cloth. As a matter of fact, we, 
members of the Police Board, have attacked the 
richest organization in New York.

Charles Davis, a desperate negro, wanted in 
Bordestown, N. J., on a charge of attempted 
murder, broke out of Evanston jail last even- 
ing and is at large.

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it happened. Davis was to have been taken 
back to New Jersey this morning, an officer 
having arrived in Evanston from the Eastern 
city. At 7 o’clock last evening he was 
allowed to come from his ceil in the 
basement of the City Hall under the 
police station for his usual exercise in the 
basement hallways. There was uo one else 
in the basement, as it was not thought neces- 
sary to guard him, A short time after it was 
discovered he had escaped by prying open an 
iron grating whigh closed a door leading to 
the outside staircase by which access is gained 
to Sherman avenue. 

He had wrenched the iron gate from its 
fastenings and reached the street by means of 
the staircase, the landing of which is only a 
few feet from the door of the police station, 
in which Chief of Police Bartram and Sergt, 
Housel were seated at the time. He was aided 
in his escape by the heavy downpour of rain 
at thattime. By way of some unfinished 
buildings across from the City Hail 
Davis probably reached the lake-shore.

New Jersey Fheitives, Charged with Theft, 
Arrested in This City.

Breach of Promise Action Against William

The sum- 
mons was issued and served upon the defend- 
ant as he was about to leave his residence, 
No. 412 LaZ/Salle avenue, early yesterday 
morning. His attorneys, Loeb & Alder,were 
much in evidence soon about the Court- 
House, Attorney Hartigan, who appeared 
for the woman in the case, was also a busy 
man. He admitted the case was brought for 
alleged breach of promise. Just before noon 
the defendant's attorneys appeared in Judge 
Dunne’s court and presented a stipulation 
signed by both parties to the suit agreeing 
to a dismissal. The court issued the order 
and the lawyers hurriedly disappeared. 

When Attorney Hartigan. learned of the 
proceeding he declared that his opponents 
were guilty of unprofessional conduct in 
causing the suit to be dismissed without his

RULES REGULATING THE DEBATE, 


Ex-Judge H. G. Miller Explains All the Con- 
ditions Fully.

Ex-Judge Miller then explained the rules.

K. G. HORR DEFINES HIS POSITION. 


it Is Tnat *“Coin’s Financial School” Isa 
Tissue of Errors. 
{ Copyright, 1895, by Azel F. Hatch.) 

Mr. Horr began the great debate in these 
words: 

Judges and Gentlemen: It is agreed between 
Mr. Harvey and myself that previous to entering 
upon the general discussion each of us shall make 
a brief statement defining in a general way the 
position he proposes to occupy in this debate, 

The question which .we are about to discuss ts 
one that is not only receiving very great attention 
among the people of the United States, but it is 
one that is also receiving some attention from the 
nations of the Old World. The question involves 
the kind of money that shall be used by the people 
of the United States and has to do with laws that 
will affect the great business interests of this 
nation. The question of finance is a very com- 
plicated on@ and there are some features of it 
about which the ablest men of the world have been 
differing for vears. 

The foundation of the discussion upon which we 
are about to enter is a small book published by Mr. 
Harvey, my opponent, and entitled ‘‘Coin’s Fin- 
ancial School.”’ The real aim and object of that 
book is ta convince the people of the United 
States that this government alone should at once 
enter upon the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver upon the old ratio of 16tol1.. The wisdom of 
such a course I dispute. Mr. Harvey will still 
maintain the affirmative of that issue. 

I will state in the outset that from the beginning 
to the end of the book there is infdly a proposition 
made to which I give my consent. I propose to 
controvert many things which are stated as 
facts, and shall attempt to prove that the entire 
theory set forth by its author, if adopted by tbe 
people of this country, would lead only to busi- 
ness disaster and financial! ruin.. I do not now re- 
member ever to have examined a book carefully 
in which I found so few statements that I con- 
sider worthy of belief, and I certainly never saw 
S80 many absolute errors crammed into so few 
pages. : 

l am not here as an opponent of bimetallism. I 
believe in the use of gold and silver as money to 
the fullest extent that can be done on sound busi- 
ness principles. My position upen this question 
has been too frequently stated within the last five 
years to be misunderstood by any one. I believe 
that both gold and silver are the natural money of 
the world; that in all the larger transactions gold 
is better adapted to the business needs of the peo- 
ple than silver; that all the smaller business trans- 
actions of the human family for many vears have 
been, and always should be, conducted with silver. 
I also believe that in all transactions of the na- 
tions of the world between themselves the two 
metals should be used in the settling of balances, 
but only at their commercial value. I also believe 
that in the business of our nation the people should 
never attempt to use either metal except at its 
actual value, only in cases where one métal may be 
used as token money and be made redeemable in 
metal at its commercial value. ° 

Free Coinage at Old Ratio Suicide. 

I have always entertained the hope that the 
business-men of the world would yet come to- 
gether in an international convention and agree 
upon some basis whereby gold and silver can both 
be used as money of final settlement among the 
people of the entire world. lam very clear ih my 
idea that until some such arrangement shall be 
made it would be simply suicide for this Nation 
to adopt a system of free coinage of silver upon 
the old ratio, a ratio which all the civilized na- 
tions of the world have long since discarded. I 
do not believe that any one government can fix 
the value upon any two metals and name a ratio 
which will be accepted by the people of the world 
or o@ the country itself so that the two metals 
will be used side by side. Consequently if our Na- 
tion alone should attempt any such action it 
would simply place our country upon a silver basis 
and the attempt ‘would end in silver monometal- 
lism. . 

If we are compelled to decide between gold mon- 
ometallism and silver monometallism, then Lam 
decidely in favor of adopting the standard used 
by the civilized nations of the world, I do not he- 
lieve that silver has ever been demopetized any- 
where in the world. I believe that the law of 1873, 
which Mr: Harwey'’s book denounces as a ‘‘crime,’’ 
was honestly conceived, openly advocated, and 
passed by the American Congress after full de- 
liberation, and. because the people at that time 
who held seats in the American Congress believed 
that such a law ought to be enacted. aaal 

I do not believe in the teachings of this book 
that this Nation is on verge of financial ruin, or 
that starvation is staring our people in the face. 
I believe if our Nation should adopt the course 
advocated in this book it would seriously injure 
the entire wage earners of the United States. 
I believe we would destroy the confidence of the 
business-men of the world in our integrity asa 
Nation and that we would precipitate such a 
financial panic as our country has never before 
seen. 

I shall deny most emphatically that the great 
majority of the people of this country are in debt, 
and shall insist that three-fourths of the American 
people are creditors and not debtors, and that con- 
sequentiy the system which Mr. Harvey advocates 
would work great injury to the great majority of 
American citizens. 

I will state further that if this book about which 
we are going to debate is true, then I am all wrong. 
It seems to me to be devoid of business sense from 
beginning to end. and I shall enter upon the work 
of attempting to prove that, and hope to be able to 
do it in language that shall be so plain and ex- 
plicit that my fellow-citizens will be satisfied that 
I have accomplished my tae 

Understand me, in a few w@rds I believe that the 
American Nation should have just as goed money 
as any nation uses on the face of the'earth: I be- 
lieve that every dollar paid to a poor man for his 
daily toil should be worth as much as the dolars 
paid tomen whoarerich. I would have the money 

which measures values the most stable that can 
be devised, and would insist that buyers and sel- 
lers, lenders and debtors, as nearly as possible he 
required to use the same measure of values, and 
shall insist that repudiation in all forms is dis- 
graceful and dishonorable in the case of nations, 
corporations, or individuals. 

What our people need is good credit, good money, 
good principles, and sound business sense. 

Visionary schemes and debased money never yet 
made a nation prosperous. The quality of the 
money used in any country is far more important 

than the quantity. Laws should be drawn to pro- 
tect the men who earn money as well as those who 
owe money. A man who works faithfully and 
lives on hie daily earnings should never be sacri- 
ficed for the benefit of men who live on what they 
borrow. But all these things will be more fully 
explained as the contest progresses. 


STANDS SQUARELY ON HIS BOOK. 


Harvey Lays Down Twelve Propositions He 
Says He Will Prove. 
(Copyright, 1835, by Azel F. Hatch. 


Mr. Harvey in turn defined his position, 
speaking as follows: 

I am here to defend the facts and principles in 
Coin’s Financial School. I am aware that the 
illustrations in that book are a great aid in pre- 
senting clearly its views. We find this true in 
our schools. Many scientific works rely largely 
on illustrations, and our newspapers find that il- 
lustrations make plain many ideas that could not 
otherwise be clearly expressed. And yet, I am 
here to defend orally these principles. 1 expect 
to make good in this debate the following propo- 
sitions: ¢ 

1. That silver and gold are the money of the 
Constitution. That the silver dollar was the unit 
of value in our coinage system in this ccuntry 


‘from 1792 to 1873, just as the yard stick ‘vas the 


measure of length. That gold was me’.sured in 
this silver unit, and concurrent coina.e given to 
it (gold). That silver and gold com) med consti- 
tuted the legal standard of value ir this country 
till 1873. Silver measured gold; th; two together 
measured all other property. 

2. That the act of 1873 war surreptitiously 
passed. . 

3. That curing the period of 1792 to 18738 the 
mints were opened to the uuiimited coinage of 
both metals into primary or redemption money, 
and that both were treated as such. That during 
that period people had a right to have either 
metal coined into full legal tender money, and 
that the option was with the debtor to pay in 
coins of either metal. 

4. That this bimetallic system made an unlim- 
ited demand for both metals to be coined into 
money, increased the demand for these 
and under this law authorizing any one to: coin 
&71% grains of silver and 23 2-10 grains of gold 


clined accordingly as compared with 1872, except 
when held up relatively by increased demand or 
short supply or,combines and trusts or special rea- 
sens affecting a particular service or property. 
That the average price of all production, except 
gold, will show this decline in adjusting itself to 
the gold standard. And that when we include in 
labor the unemployed ‘and the time lost by those 
employed there is a fall in wages of one-half as 
compared with 1872. That labor is adjusting it- 
self to the gold standard measurement of values. 
That the gold standard is confiscating the proper- 
ty of the people and depriving labor of work. 

9. That the decline in prices covering a period of 
twenty-two years has, as a rule, made all classes 
of productive, mercantile, and manufacturing 
business unprofitable. That a falling market cov- 
ering a tong period destroys the prospective profits 
based on cost of purchase and production, and a 
majority of our most astute business-men cannot 
avoid failure or loss of capital under these condi- 
tions. 

10. That it has worked a hardship and injury to 
debtors, who unconselous of the causes that con- 
tinuously reduced the prices of their property have 
contracted debts during those twenty-two years, 
That this fall in prices causes a sacrifice of prop- 
erty to purchase the dollars with which to liqui- 
date these debts. That this has caused the re- 
newal of debts, the contraction of new debts to 
pay old debts, and an enlarged volume of all debts. 
That this unjustly takes from a debtor his prop- 
erty and emphasizes the importance of a stable 

,0oney measurement of values. 

11. That in the end no one is benefited by a fall 
in prices but the money-lender, the owner of 
money, and securities payable in money-fixed in- 
comes. 

12. That the foregoing facts and conditions pro- 
duced by a change in our money measurement 
of values will impoverish the masses of the people, 
and points by reason of the disturbances it will 
produce to the overflow of the republic. That the 
free coinage of both metals by this government in 
the ratio of 16 to 1 will restore prosperity to this 
Nation. 

To all unbiased men, and those who will lay 
aside their prejudices during their reading of this 
debate, I expect to make good all of the foregoing 
propositions. Every fact in the ‘‘school’’ that Mr. 
Horr does not atack I shall take for granted that 
he admits it to be true. 

l am now ready to proceed in the order indicated 
in Coin's Financial School and as contemplated 
by the rules of the debate. 


ASKS HIM SARCASTIC QUESTIONS. 


Compels Harvey to Make, Damaging Ad- 
missions About His Book, 
(Copyright, 1895, by Azel F. Hatch | 

The preliminaries thus settled Mr. Horr 


began the debate proper. He said: 

Before entering upon the discussion proper I de- 
sire to call the attention of my opponent to the 
manner in whith this book is written. I desire to 
state to him that I understand that the book rep- 
resents that a certain school was held here in the 
City of Chicago for the purpose of discussing finan- 
cial matters and that the book gives the room where 
the school was held. I ask him to tell me plainly 
if there was ever any stch school held in that or 
any other room in the City of Chicago. I find all 
through the book a large number of statements 
attributed to a very considerable number of the 
business men of Chicago, and I am informed that 
these men. never one of them, uttered a single 
word attributed to them. 

If they did not I want my friend to state so 
clearly, because then I will not be bothered with 
helping my friends out of any difficulty ipto which 
they may have been gotten on account of what 
they are said to have said when they never said a 
single word. 

If the book is written as an allegory I would like 
my friend to state why he did not use, as all liter- 
ary men have always done, the names of fictitious 
individuals—why he selected individuals well 
known to the entire community and put words 
into their mouths which they never uttered, unless 
he intended to convey the impression to his readers 
that those men were present and received the 
castigation which he says he administered to them 
on the spot. 

The book even goes farther; it describes the 
crestfallen manner in which some of these gentle- 
men left the room after being worsted in this fear- 
ful manner. 

I want to know if any of them went out in the 
way he describes. I feel now that what we want 
to get at is the fact about the book, so we will 
know where we are proceeding. 

Mr. Harvey—The ‘“School’’ is allegorical; it 
marshals the opinions of the two sides of this con- 
troversy so that one in imagination can see the 
conflict of opinions and the contest as it proceeds. 
It puts in the mouths of the gold standard advo- 
cates their well-known views fairly stated, with 
which the country had been flooded up to the time 
the ‘‘School’’ was written. The strength of the 
book was intended to be in the fairness of stating 
these yiews. The fact that a little boy in knee 
pants was the instructor of the men was supposed 
to be sufficient to fix the story as allegorical. 

One reading A®sop’s Fables does not care 
whether the animals talked or not. Neither does 
he attach any importance as to whether the little 
boy talked or not. It is the subject and the truths 
uttered that give to it in each instance its im- 
portance, Robinson Crusoe and his island never 
existed; Bunyan’s ‘‘Pilgrim’s Progress’’ is 
imaginary, and the Legree plantation in ‘‘Uncle 
Tom's Cabin’’ was not an actual fact, but these 
stories are nevertheless entertaining and teach 
great lessons. From the time the parables in the 
Bible were written this style of literature has been 
recognized. Our scheol literature is_ largely 
imaginary, and when the question is put: “John 
has five apples and gives two of them to his 
brother Henry, how many apples has he left”’’ 
The problem is imaginary, and put so purposely 
as an object lesson to teach the principle of sub- 
traction. Our wreatest poems and the sweetest 
music that molds the heart in affection and love, 
animates the soul, and moves the minds of men 
to daring deeds of patriotism, are imagery, pure 
and simple. Imagination is the unlettered lan- 
guage of the soul, leading us on to a higher state 
that we know exists while yet the slaves of base 
motives and selfish ends. 

If it is charged that actual characters are used 
in the book while similar books use fictitious 
characters, the answer is that the well-known ut- 
terances and opinions of these men are used, and 
the further answer that Shakspeare used actual 
characters. 


Why That Bible Quotation ? 
- Mr. Horr—I desire to say thatto me the excuse 
is a very lame one. I am somewhat familiar with 
fiction, have heard of Shakspeare before, but no- 
where in the history of all literature can you find 


‘another instance of a man selecting his immediate 


neighbors and puttng words into their mouths 
which they never uttered and then publishing it to 
the world, not only the fact that they uttered them, 
but giving the different peculiarities and express- 
ions of their countenances when they were agon- 
izing under their efforts. Such a thing is not 
known in the history of literature, and I. submit 
that if my friend had studied the scriptures a lit- 
tle more carefully when he was looking for the 
motto, which I shall take up next, he would have 
found it somewhere stated that a man is not per- 
mitted to bear false witness against his neighbor. 

He says that he put into their mouths the words 
that they themselves would have uttered. I have 
had that done for me so many times in my life 
that I know what it means. I never yet had a fel- 
low state what I would say if I had a chance who 
got anywhere near what I wanted to say myse!?. 
and I submit. to, him whether in kindliness he 
should not have submitted every one of those state- 
ments to his neighbors and received from them 
their consent that that is what they would have 
said if they had been present; at least they were 
entitled to that courtesy. 

But now I come to the motto of the book, which 
is this: ‘‘ I thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven 
and earth, because’ thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent and hast revealed them 
unto babes.’’ 

I would like my friend to tell me why he 
that motto. Does he desire to attnene thine te 
kind of finance which he teaches is something 
that babes will understand, but that people who 
know anything will never be abie to comprehend ? 
Is that his idea? Does he desire to intimate that 
he has received some inspiration from on high 
that enables him to make difficult questions plain 
so that sucklings can understand them when full- 
grown men won't know anything about what he 
is driving at? Of course I cannot conceive what 
the object of the motto is, but the motto usually 
leads up to the contents of the book. So I want to 
get at his intention so as to fully appreciate the ex- 
act position, mental and moral, that my friend oc- 
cupies on this question. 

Be a little more explicit, Brother Harvey. Do 
you mean to intimate that the great complicated 
questions of finance are so simple that little chil- 
dren can understand them when grown men can- 
not find out anything about them? Is it your idea 
that when Newton saw the apple fall, if a little 
baby had been with him the babe would have 
found out a good deal more from the circumstance 
than Newton did? Newton, you know, divined the 
laws of the universe, solved the great problem of 
gravitation. Have you got some method so that 
babes could have done as well as they? I would 
like to know the object of the motto and then I 
will proceed.

MK. HARVEY BECOMES EVASIVE. 


He Does Not Care to Answer Mr. Horr’s 
Questions Until Later. 
(Copyright, 1805, by Azel F. Hatch. | 
Mr. Harvey made a long reply to this ques- 
tion, as follows: 
Mr. Horr misinterprets the 


condition of the world. Popniation dwindled and 
commerce, arts, wealth, and freedom all dtsap- 
peared. The people were reduced by poverty and 
misery to the most degraded conditions of serfdom 
and slavery. The disintegration of society was 
almost complete. The conditions of life were so 
bard that individual selfishness was the only 
thing consistent with the instinct of self-preserva- 
tion. All public spirits, all generous emotions, all 
the noble aspirations of man shriveled and disap- 
peared as the volume of money shrunk and as 
prices fell. 


Pictare of the Dark Ages. 

“History records no such disastrous transition 
as that from the Roman Empire to the dark 
ages. Various explanations have been given of 
this entire breaking down of the framework of 
seciety, but it was certainly coincident with a 
ehrinkage in the volume of money, which was 
also without historical paraliel. The crumbling 
of institutions kept even step and pace with the 
thrinkage in the stock of money and the falling 
of prices. All other attendant circumstances 
than these last have occurred in other historical 
periods unaccompanied and unfollowed by any 
such mighty disasters. 

“It is a suggestive coincidence that the first 
glimmer of light only came with the invention of 
bills of exchange and paper substitutes, through 
Which the scanty stock of the preciots metais 
was increased in efficiency. Dut not less than 
the energizing influence of Potosi and all the 
Argosies of treasure from the New World were 
needed to arouse the Old World from its comatose 
sleep, to quicken the torpid limbs of industry, and 
to plume the leaden wings of commerce. It needed 
the heroic treatment of rising prices to enable 
society to reunite its shattered links, to shake off 
the shackles of feudalism, to relight and uplift 
the almost extinguished torch of civilization. 

‘That the disasters of the Dark Ages were caused 
by decreasing money and falling prices, and that 
the recovery therefrom and the comparative pros- 
perity which followed the discovery of America 
were due to an increasing supply of the precious 
metals and rising prices, will not seem surprising 
or. unreasonable when the noble functions of money 
are considered. Money is the great instrument 
of association, the very fiber of social organism 
the vitalizing force of industry, the protoplasm of 
civilization, and as essential to its existence as 
oxygen is to animal life. Without money civill- 
zation could not have had a beginning; with a di- 
minishing supply it must languish, and unless re- 
lieved finally perish.”’ 

I now pass the book to Mr. Horr. 

The statement in the preface credited to Dr. 
Adam Smith is taken from page 117 of ‘The 
Nature and Causes of the Wealth of Nations,”’ 
by Adam Smith. [MeCulloch.] The average 
price of wheat for the year 1845 was 1% pence per 
bushel, as expressed in our money seven cents. 
All my authorities as I proceed will be exhibited 
to the other side, ab I do these. 


What Is Primary Money? 

Mr. Horr—Gentlemen, I desire to state that my 
friend has spent his whole time answering some- 
thing that I never mentioned or said anything 
about. I merely called his attention to the use 
of the passage of scriptures which he has now fuliv 
explained by saying that the passage does not 
mean what it says; that the word which is trans- 
lated ‘‘ babes’ really means honest, disinter- 
ested persons, and then he informs us that he rep- 
resents the honesty of the American people. It 
may be that that is some excuse for the use of 
such a motto as that. It seemed to me at the time 
a little sacrilecious as he used it. I do not desire 
to criticise him for that: but I do desire to say to 
him that that motto is not susceptible of the expla- 
nation he now makes of it. 

That motto was intended to illustrate the fact 
that a boy, a child even, like his young fellow who 
taught finances in his book, huld distinguish the 
difference between right and wrong and would 
be among the first to learn to live a purelife. But 
I submit to him that that motto does not give an 
excuse for a boy because he is in knee breeches 
to stop telling the truth. It does not give the boy 
any right to misrepresent facts. 

I shall come to this thing that he has been read- 
ing about hereafter, and the trouble is that when 
I come to that I don’t know but he will have to 
read this same speech over again. Iam taking the 
book up in the order in which I find it, and I in- 
tended to commence pretty nearly at the beginning. 
I think I succeeded. 

The next quotation now I find, still before you 
get to the body of the book: it'is this: ‘All 
money is a medium of exchange, but primary 
money only is the measure of values.’’ I do not 
desire, Mr. Harvey, to make a speech on the sub- 
ject; still, I have stated my own position, and I 
would like to have him tell me in a word what he 
means by primary money. It is not defined, as I 
can find, anywhere in the book. What kind of 
money is primary money? Am I entitled to an 
answer? 

Mr. Harvey—When you have finished and sat 
down, Mr. Horr, I will go ahead. 

Mr. Horr—I submit that a question so simple as 
that, which is at the basis of this question, should 
be answered as readily. 1 will sit down and let 
you answer it. 

Mr. Harvey—The question asked is a part of the 
main argument in the book and it would be out of 
piace for me to answer this question now and would 
disturb the logical arrangement of the argument 
as outlined by the book. 


PRIMARY IS NOT REDEMPTION MONEY. 


Without Getting Past the Fly Leaf Mr. 
Horr Begins Scoring Points. 
[Copyright, 1895. by Azel F. Hatch.) 

Mr. Horr resumed his argument, asserting 
practically that he had made a strong point. 
He continued: = 

I have not succeeded in getting very much in- 
formation. If I did not misunderstand him in 
his previous remarks, when he laid down the po- 
sitions he was going to occupy, he for the first 
time in those remarks gave his definition of 
primary money. I submit to the reporters that 
he said ‘* primary or redemption money ”’ in the 
course of the explanation. If I am right, then it 
is redemption money which he refers to in this 
motto. If that is what he means, then I call his 
attention to the fact that the statement itself is 
not true. 

‘* All money is a medium of exchange "’; it is 
true that far. But primary money only or re- 
demption money only is not always the measure 
of values. We sometimes live and do business 
for years, and the measure of value that we use 
is not redemption money at all. I lived 
seventeen years, from 1862 to 1879, and saw the 
business of this country for years all transacted 
in money that was not redemption money, but 
every dollar of which had yet to be redeemed. The 
greenbacks that we did business with in those days 
depreciated in value, and yet we used those prom- 
ises as the measure of the values of this country. 

The measure of value isn’t so abstruse as some 
people think. The measure of value in every 
country is the term that people, by common use, 
come to understand as meaning a certain definite 
thing. When a man says in England a horse is 
worth so many pounds he uses the word that the 
people there are accustomed to. I am so truly 
American, never having been in England in.my 
life, and having no great desire ever’to go there, 
that I have to stop and cipher before I can 
tell what it means when they tell me in pounds. 
In France they say a thing is worth so many 
francs; that doesn’t convey any idea to me until 
I convert it into the measure.I am used to. In 
Germany the measure is a mark, but that don't 
mean anything to me until I reduce it to some- 
thing. I am in the habit of using. It is just so 
with distances, just so with weiehts. If a man 
should tell me I weighed a certain number of kil- 
ograms-—if that is an expression that will do—I 
wouldn’t know what he meant, wouldn’t know 
whether I was heavy or light, wouldn't have any 
idea about it. We use terms that we are familiar 
with. 

Now the measure of value from 1862 to 1879 here 
in the United States was the greenback dollar. 
That wasn’t a dollar of primary money, redemp- 
tion money, it’ was a paper dollar, a promise to 
some time pay a real dollar, and it depreciated in 
value as the contest went on. Sometimes it was 
worth 40 cents on the dollar, sometimes it was 
worth 80, and when we got up toward redeeming 
it in good, straight money then it came to be 
worth just about the same as gold at that day. 
New, the error in that statement Is a vital one. 

Money Must Possess Valae, 

What is money? That is a question that has 
‘been asked by the scholars of the world for a good 
many hundred years. It has been answered ina 
very great number of different ways. But every 
writer that I am familiar with admits that ori¢in- 
ally money was always some substance that pos- 
sessed value: it must of necessity be so. You could 
not have a yard stick that did not have length, be- 
cause the yard stick is to find out the length of 
goods. You could not have a bushel measure that 
had no capacity, because capacity is what they 
are trying to measure. You could not use as a 
weight a substance that was lighter than air, 
that instead of going and pulling the scales down 
went up itself and left the scales on your under- 
taking to weigh with it; you have got to have 
something that represents a certain amount of 
specific gravity. When we wanted something to 
measure values with, that is, when the human 
family wanted something, they necessarily se- 
lected something that possessed some value. 

Almost every article in the world has, from time 
to time, been used as money, been used as the 
measure of values. One of the very first articles 
undoubtedly was the skins of animals; for they 
were easily handled. they could be counted, they 
were surplusage, and used more or less by every- 
body for clothing and for warmth, consequently 
the human family at first commenced to use them 
as the medium of exchange. Now in a country 
where they did that, if a coon had been an anima! 
that was sought, as it was when I was a boy and 
lived in the country, they would have called a sheep 
worth #0 many coon skins, and that would have

HARVEY’S DEFINITION OF MONEY, 


it Is the Medium of Exchange and the 
Measure of Values. 
[ Copyright, 1895, by Azel F. Hatch.]} 

Mr. Harvey decided to let the fly-leaf go 
and plunged into the book itself. He said: 

Mr. Horr and I agreed that somewhere near the 
beginning of the discussion we would define what 
is money and then leunch into the first chapter of 
the book. So far as his statement deals with the 
relation of primary and credit money mentioned 
in the flyleaf of the book I for the present ignore it 
and will wait tfll I reach the logical place in the 
book. But I will now define ‘‘what id money.’’ 

Money is a medium of exchange and a measure 
of values. As a measure of values it is a thing 
representing values. When we express price we 
have eference to the unit of value or its equiva- 
lent. When we say that a horse is worth $100 we 
have re.crence to the relative value of the horse 
and the dollars—that is: that the horse in ex- 
changeable value is worth 100 times as much as 
the substance residing in the unit of value. Here 
is a primitive illustration of what is a measure of 
values: 

If the law selects a bushel of wheat as the unit 
of value and wheat only is money, and the horse 
is worth 100 bushels of wheat, then we say the 
horse is worth $100. If instead of bushels of wheat 
grains of wheat were dollars or units, then when 
we expressed in terms of dollars the value of the 
horse we weuld have reference to grains of wheat 
instead of bushels. In this case the horse would be* 
worth, say, $10,000,000. : 

So that when we express in terms of dollars the 
value of anything we have reference to exchange- 
able value of the dollar with the thing exchanged 
for it.. You send your agent out to sell a house 
and lot when sheep are dollars and he brings you 
1,000 sheep. You send him out to sell the same 
house and lot when horses are dollars and he 
brings you only, say, 100 horses. So that what 
constitutes the dollar and the quantity of sub- 
Stance from which it is made in existence governs 
the value of other property when expressed in 
terms of dollars. This is what we mean when we 
say that money is a measure of value. 

With gold and silver in existence as primary 
money there is double the quantity of money, real 
money, as there is when gold only is in existence 
as primary money. 

Money is also a medium of exchange. What is 
meant by thag Is this: Instead of exchanging one 
property for another property we exchange it for 
money, and money being by law and usage a 
common medium of exchange, we are thus able to 
exchange it for the other property desired. We 
exchange property for money, and then exchange 
the money for the property or for services. 

To understand the importance of money we 
must consider the conditions that would exist if 
we had no money. It would then be a matter of 
barter and exchange—of one kind of property 
for another. Needing the wheat of your neigh- 
bor, you might offer him in exchange your horse, 
but not needing your horse he would refuse you 
his wheat. You would then have to continue 
looking for a man having wheat who wanted a 
horse, and the number of bushels of wheat thus 
exchanged for the horse would be the exchange 
value as between the wheat and the horse. 

Under these conditions, there being no money. 
commerce would be sluggish, if it scarcely moved 
at all. If you were shipping property by railroad 
you would have to give up a portion of the prop- 
crty in payment for freight. And if the property 
was not divisible, as a thrashing machine, and 
thousands of other kinds of property, you 
would have to pay the freight in some other kind of 
property. The railroad company would have to 
have places to store the property until it could 
again dispose of it, would have to refuse all kinds 
of perishable property, and would have no prac- 
tical method for paying its employés. Merchants 
would have to exchange the goods on their shelves 
for all sorts of property and provide storage for it 
until they could again exchange it for other prop- 
erty. 

There would be no practical method for paying 
labor in the thousands of industries, including 
typesetting. Hence there would probably be no 
books or newspapers, and, if published, no con- 
venient way to pay for them. We thus see the 
necessity for money, that its existence is essen- 
tial to civilization. Thus seeing the condition that 
would be brought on if there were no money we 
can better understand the noble function it per- 
forms and the importance of it. 

And yet the men of today do not understand 
money and its relation to property and to society; 
if they did we would not be engaged.in this dis- 
cussion. It is to assist in its solution that this de- 
bate is in progress. 

We all agree that money is the blood of com- 
merce: that it is the organic fluid of civilization; 
that without it civilization would practically per- 
ish. Mankind would still live, but not in a state of 
civilization. Where we do not agree is as to what 
money should be made of, its quantity, and laws 
which operate to protect or divert it from the 
channels of trade. We thus have three points of 
difference: 

First--As to what money should be made of. 

Second—The quantity. 

Third—The laws defining its use and intended to 
protect it from being diverted from the function 
for which it is createa. 

Under this last head comes the question wheth- 
er all money should be issued by the government 
or all or parts of it should be issued by private par- 
tles and corporations. 

The necessity for money, the fact that it is 
the organic fluid of society, should make it solely 
a creation of the government. We regulate in- 
ter-State commerce by laws because it is a mat- 
ter affecting society. Nothing is so intimately 
connected with ‘the organization of society as 
money, and yet we have a school of financiers 
who advocate that it should be the creation of 
private parties and corporations and be regu- 
lated by them. 

It should become a fixed principle with us that 
the issuing of money is an act of sovereignty. 
Our monetary system should be fixed upon scies- 
tific principles by which every dollar is as good 
as every other dollar. All money should be a 
legal tender in the payment of all debts, and no 
act of discrimination or nullification or debase- 
ment bg the currency by any one should be per- 
mitted. 


GOOD MONEY NEEDS NO LEGISLATION, 


Legal Tender Laws Usually Needed Only to 
Force Acceptance of Poor Money. 
| Copyright, 1895, by Azel F. Hatch.) 

Mr. Horr accepted the line of argument 
indicated and replied: 

There is quite a large portion of that essay 
that is true: indeed, I think there is more truth in 
that simple short statement than can be found in 
the whole of Coin’s School. 

It is true that money is the lifeblood of com- 
merce and of business. It isn’t true that money 
can exist only when it is created by law. 

Money was in use and well understood long be- 
fore there were any laws upon the subject. 
Money does not have to be made a legal tender 
to make it rood money even. That is a mistake 
of Brother Harvey. As a rule, legal tender laws 
are never needed except to make somebody take 
_gome money that'is poor. No one ever. yet had 
to enforce a legal tender enactment to get some- 
body to take the best money in existence. People 
will take what is best whenever they can get it, 
and you don’t have to have a legal statute to 
make them do it, you know. Indeed, you may 
pass all the legal statutes you please in certain 
directions ase to money, and the people will go 
right along and use the common rules of business 
fn spite of your laws. That has been the history 
of the world. 

Legal tender is used for the sake of adjusting 
disputed accounts. But legal tender laws, ex- 
cept in times of national calamity, are never need- 
ed to enforce the cireulation of good money. We 
have today in the United States, as I remember, 
about half and half of our money, one dollar 
just as good as the other, and yet the half of it 
isn’t legal tender at all. A national bank note 
isn’t legal tender for debts or anything. All the 
silver certificates are not legal tender, not one 
of them, and yet they are taken as readily as any 
of our money. Why? Why, because the folks 
want them; they have confidence in them; they 
know they are good, and when a party believes a 
thing is good you don’t have to foree him to take 
it. Don’t forgwet that. So, as a rule, legal tender 
is always resorted to In emergencies, when you 
want to compel somebody to take something that 
he really wouldn’t Hke to take, and would pre- 
fer something else in place of that if you won't 
let him receive the other. That is the history of 
legal tender. 

Now, I don’t dispute the fact that the govern- 
ment should regulate money. I am not, for the 
purposes of this debate, going to go extensively 
into the question of whether all currency shguid 
be supplied by the government, or whether it 
’ should be done as it is in a large number of the 
civilized nations of the world, by corporations, 
and regulated simply: by governmental laws. 

Now we come to the real first question under 
debate. When this government became independ- 
ent after the revolutionary war we had no monc- 
tary system of our own. The people had become 
accustomed to doing business mostly in pounds, 
shillings, and pence, the monetary system of 
Great Britain. However, on account of the large 
circulation of Spanish and South American silver 
within our borders our people had become more 
or less accustomed to using the Spanish money, 
and as soon as Congress was organized, directly 
after peace was declared, when the first Congress 
of the confederation met, one of the first things it 
took up was the question of the monetary system. 
Libraries almost were written and published on the 
kind of money that this Nation had better have. 
There were a few who gave the subject great at- 
tention. Some that the people were so 
familiar with the English system that we should 
adopt that. Others suggested entirely different 
money systems. ; 

First Unit Was of Copper. 


Finally, if I remember rightly, Thomas Jefferson 
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form by the people and press of the United States. 
Congress then—I will say the exact words: | 

‘* And on the question that the money unit of the 
United States of America be one dollar, the yeas 
and nays being required by Mr. Howell, every 
member answering aye, it was resolved that the 
money unit of the United States of America be 
one dollar. Resolved, That the smallest coin be of 
copper, of. which 200 shall, pass for one dollar. 
Resolved, That the several pieces shall increase in 
a decimal ratio."’ : 

That was the first action taken by the American 
Congress. They first fixed the unit, that is, the 
mame of the thing that should be used as the 


measure of value, that it should be called one dol- 


lar, and that the smallest division of that should 
be a half-cent piece that should take 200 of them; 
that it should be copper and that it should be of 
course the value—that it should take 200 of 
them to make the unit. That was the first effort 
of the new government to establish a monetary 
system. 

Now, every one will say they had not yet stated 
at all what the dollat should consist of, except 
that 200 copper half-cents should he one of them; 
and that was the first unit of measure that Con- 
gress established, was 200 half-cent coppers. That 
is all the law there has ever been on the subject and 
all that has ever been said about it anywhere. 

So we had first the money of the daddies of cop- 
per; no doubt about it. 

This work in Congress then was postponed until 
Tuesday, Aug. 8, 1786, on the report of the Board 
of Treasury. At that time the Board of Treasury 
corresponded to our present Committee of Fi- 
nance. On the report of the Board of Treasury, to 
whom they referred a letter of Oct. 13, 1785, they 
took up this money question and passed some laws 
that have nothing to do with coinage. Afterward 
they ordered that ‘‘Monday next shall be as- 
signed for the selection of a Superintendent for the 
Northern District.’’ Then eame the report of the 
Board of Treasury: 

Now comes the next important legislation upon 
this subject: 

‘Resolved, That the standards of the United 
States of America for gold and silver shall be 
eleven parts fine and one part alloy.’’ 

Originally that was the weight of alioy in all the 
coins of the United States. Afterward we reduced 
the alloy so that it was one part in ten. 


WAS COPPER THE FIRST UNIT? 


Harvey Says the Argument Is Trivial, and 
Delves into History. 
[ Copyright, 1895, by Azel F. Hatch.) 

Mr. Harvey vigorously attacked the strong 
position Mr. Horr had taken and said: 

Replying first to what Mr. Horr said about the 
legal tender character of money, I call your at- 
tention to the fact that I said when our monetary 
system is arranged upon scientific principles 
then all money should be legal tender. When 80 
arranged there can be no such thing as depreciat- 
ed paper money. 

What Mr. Horr says about copper used as 
money during the continental days preceding the 
adoption of the Constitution is trivial to be used 
in this argument. The first history ef bimeta)- 
liem or a permanent financial system for the 
United States was that considered by the consti- 
tutional conventions at the end of the colonial 
Gays. Then statesmen came together to fix for 
you and me and our children to come after us 
a permanent financial system that would, to- 
gether with other laws, free us from the selfish and 
aggressive policy of the European countries from 
wl ich they had declared their independence. 

At the time our Constitution was framed the de- 
tails governing the concurrent coinage of the two 
metals in our financial system was under discus- 
sion in committees and between statesmen of that 
period. So, while these details were left to Con- 
gress, after the adpotion’ of the Constitution, a 
bimetallic system was provided for in that Consti- 
tution. Article 1, Sec. 9, says: ‘‘Congress shall 
have power to coin money, regulate the value 
thereof, and of foreign coins.’’ Sec. 10 says: 
‘‘No State shall coin money or make anything but 
gold and silver coin a tender in payment of debts.”’ 
It says gold and silver—not gold or silver. 

This is the Constitution. It took away from the 
States the power to coin money or to make any- 
thing a tender in payment of debts except these 
two metals. It reserved to Congress the exclusive 
right to coin money. The States were to have these 
two metals for legal tender money, But Congress 
would coin ft for them. Copper or other metais 
could be coined into money by Congress, but the 
States could not make them legal tender. Con- 
gress could, but the States could not. Thus the 
two metals given dignity and distinetion were sil- 
ver and gold, and upon these two metals only the 
States were to rely for debt paying substance. 

Copper was coined and since then nickel into 
token money, but silver and gold were named in 
the Const'‘ution as actual money. Congress was 
authorized to regulate their value, that is, to de- 
termine the relative value of the two metals. To 
the States had been reserved the right to use 
two certain metals, silver and gold, as actual 
money—not as tokens, but as money of the highest 
order, and Congress was to coin it and regulate 
its value. This was to prevent confusion in 
mint dies, as would be the case if every State had 
a separate mint with different pictures and letters 
upon the coins, and to insure uniformity and puri- 
ty and weight of the coins, For this reason the 
States surrendered the right to separately coin 
money but expressly retained the right to the 
use of silver and gold as money. . neith- 
er as token money, one representing 
the other as. silver is now . coined represent- 
ing gold, but both as money in their own right. 
Congress in good faith with the States has no more 
right to demonetize one of these metals than it 
has to demonetize both of them, without the con- 
sent of the States. 

The men who framed this Constitution then pro- 
ceeded to give it the construction intended. They 
gave to both metals equal dignity, equal rights, 
except to make the dollar of silver and it the unit 
of value, in which the value of gold would be 
measured, but with concurrent coinage with silver. 
They gave both metals free and pa coinage, 
loth were given full and unli ed use in the 
payment of debts. There was no discrimination 
made in the use of the two metals except that the 
unit of value was to reside in the silver dollar and 
«oki coins were to be of the value of so many 
cilver dollars. This is the exact language of the 
statute, of the men who framed the Constitution 
and knew the construction that it was intended 
that it should have. . 

Daniel Webster said [See Congressional Globe 
Appendix, pages 54 to 56, Twenty-fourth Congress, 
Second Session, Dec. 21, 1836]: ‘‘Gold and silver 
is the money of the Constitution. The constitu- 
tional standard of value is established and cannot 
be overturned. To overturn it would shake the 
whole system. Gold and silver, at rates fixed hy 
(cngress, constitute the legal standard of value in 
this country, and neither Congress nor any State 
has authority to establish any other standard or 
dispose of this.’ I now hand Daniel Webster's 
speech to Mr. Horr.

Word Dollar Might as Well Have Been 
_ Dodo Unless Explained.

Mr. Horr was again gently sarcastic as he 
rose to reply. He said: 

The difficulty with my friend Harvey arises 
largely from the fact that he seems to think 
everything is trivial which he doesn’t know any- 
thing about. But he is mistaken. There may 
be very many very serious matters, there have 
taken place very many very worthy matters. 
and he never have known anything about it. He 
thinks the Government of the United States 
originated in 172. I don’t know, hardly, but vou 
celebrate the Fourth of July, 1792—I don't 
know. | had supposed this government com- 
menced on the Fourth day of July, 1776 He 
seems also to confound the Colonial Congress 
with the Confederate Congress. 

We have had three Congresses in this blessed 
government of ours. The first was a Colonial 
Corfgress, and lasted during the war. When our 
independence was acknowledged we then had 
formed a confederacy, and a Congress under this 
confederacy met for years, and it was the record 
of that Congress that I commenced to read to 
you about. 

Now, if my friend had waited he would have 
found more food for his silver business than he is 
aware of, if he had waited till I finished reading the 
next resolution of that Congress. They had hada 
Congress and resolved on the unit which should be 
used in the money accounts of this Nation. They 
fixed that unit ata dollar. They fixed the design 
to indicate what.the unit is. Just where it came 
from I have never been able to satisfy myself: al- 
most everyone thinks it is the letter U with the 
letter S written over it, making the sign for the 
dollar, and that that is the origin of the sign, but 
that does not make any difference. It is simply 
an interesting fact. 

As I stated, Congress first decided in 1785 what 
the unit should be called, and the only thing thet 
they designated was that it should be 200 copper 
half-cents. They dropped the subject. There was 


no provision made for the amount of any other | 


substance at that time. The subject, however, 
was being agitated all the while and discussed by 
the United States thoroughly, and in 1787 Congress 
took up the subject again. 

Now they provided, ‘‘Resolved, That the stand- 
ard of the United States of America for gold and 
silver’’—both together—‘‘shall be eleven parts fine 
and one part alloy.’’ That was precisely as they 
had decided before, that the money of the United 
States, being, by the resolve of Congress, on July 
6, 1785, a dollar, shall consist of fine silver—875. 64 
grains in each silver dollar. That is the first estab- 
lichment of what the unit should consist. Next, 
‘That the money of account to correspond with 
the division of coins agreeable to the above re- 
solve proceed in a decimal ratio agreeable to the 
forms and manner following—to-wit'’—

The unit of money had been fixed: the 
names of the coins we were going to have had 
been fixed; they simply changed the amount o¢ 
gold and silver, as you will see, from the.

Congress adopted the matter with the exception 
ef one resolution passed afterward. They did 
not réally organize the mint. We had no 
mintage under the law of 1785. It ran along until 
1392, when they established a mint and for the 
first time we had coin of the United States of 
America. When they came to that law they took 
for granted everything that had been done by the 
Confederate Congress. They did not go back ang 
go over again a single thing, but they changed 
the quality of the alloy, which was ehanged, it 
not then afterward, from one-eleventh to one.

which should be placed in the two coins,

It was an important question. The Morrises, both 
of them able men, insisted that the unit of valpe 
should be silver alone.

JEFFERSON ON SILVER UNIT, 


Mr. Harvey Contends the Silver Dollar Was 
the Unit of Value. 
(Copyright, 1805, by Acel F. Hatch.) 

Mr. Harvey then resumed, after the brief 
cross-fire following, citing the words of Jef. 
ferson on the silver dollar as a unit: 

Mr. Harvey-—fhen 1 understand Mr. Horr to 
claim that the silver dollar was not made the unit 
of value by the act of 1792. 

Mr. Horr—I will get to that in my next talk. 

Mr. Harvey—If he will answer my question. 

Mr. Horr—But you wouldn't answer mine, TI 
did want to do that way, you know, You insisted 
on the other rule. I could answer it very readily, 
it wouldn’t take me but a quarter of a second, but 
I am afraid I will offend you. 

Mr. Harvey—Mr. Horr has read extensively an4 
treated extensively the acts of the United States 
Congress preceding the Constitution and the act 
of the American Congress of 1792. What took 
place in the Continental Congress will corroborate 
what I am about t6 say took place in the United 
States Congress, but it is -futile and of no per- 
tinency; but we should consider the law that was 
made based upon the Constitution that came after 
the Continental Congress and in the United States 
Congress organized in pursuance of that Consti- 
tution. The straits to which the colonies were 
put between 1776 and 1790, when we as a gov- 
ernment, known as the United States, went inte 
operation, were those of expediency, but no 
permanent system was adopted, awaiting the 
Constitution and the regular United States Con- 
gress; and it is to the action of that Constitution 
and the Congress that met in pursuance of it that 
we should, as educators upon this question, direct 
our attention. 

The Constitution said Congress should regulate 
the values. The first thing to do in regulating the 
value was to fix a measure, just as Congress, under 
a like clause, fixed the bushel measure in which to 
measure wheat. It fixed a unit of vaiue in our 
coin money system as the fi necessary step to 
carry out the requirements of the Constitution to 
regulate the value of the coin. The substance of 
the discussion that led up to the fixing of that 
unit of value which we are now discussing is in 
the State papers of that period, which are repro- 
duced in the report of the International Monetary 
Conference of 1879, and consist of the following 
documents:

The above is his exact language. I here pass the 
book containing these state papers and what lam 
quoting to Mr. Horr. Further on Mr. Jefferson 
says: 

‘‘The unit or dollar is a known coin and the most 
fumiliar of. all to the mind of the people. ‘It is al- 
ready adopted from South to North, has identified 
our currency, and, therefore, happily offers itself 
as a unit already introduced. Our public debt, our 
reguisitions, and their apportionments have given 
it actual and long possession of the place of unit. 
The course of our commerce, too, will bring us 
more of this than any other forelgn coin, and 
therefore renders it more worthy of attention.” 

Further on he says: ‘“‘If we determine that a. 


dollar shall be our unit we must then say with _ 


precision what a dollar is.’’ 

And then, again, on page 442, he says “* The 
quantity of fine silver which shall constitute the 
unit being settled, and the proportion of the value 
of goid to that of silver, a table should be formed 
from the assay before suggested ciassing the sev- 
eral foreign coins according to their fineness.’’ 

And again, on page 443, he recommends that a 
committee be appointed ‘‘ to prepare an ordinance 
for establishing the unit of money with these 
States; for subdividing it and for striking coins of 


gold, silver, and copper on the following prin-"

‘* That the money unit of these States shall be 
equal in value to the Spanish milled dollar, con- 
taining so much fine silver as the assay before di- 
rected shall show to be coritained, on an average, 
in dollars of the several dates circulating with us.

Chicago Passenger 
Build Into the Country. 

The Chicago Passenger Traction company 
purposes to invade not only the extreme 
northwestern part of the city, but the district 
beyond that in the county. Monday the con- 
pany, through its officers, P. H. Huoynes, 
President, and ‘William U. Riley, Secretary, 
petitioned the County Board for permi:ssion 
to lay tracks in roads over which the county 
has authority. June 20 this company re- 
ceived an ordinauce from the City Council 
giving it a twenty-year franchise to 
run electric cars over the follow- 
ing ~ routes: Fullerton avenue from 
Milwaukee avenue west to the city limits; 
Central avenue, north from Fullerton avenue 
to Mayweod avenue, thence on Maywood ave- 


-nue ina northwesterly direction to the city 


lumits; Tanner avenue, from Bryn Mawr ave- 
nue northwest to the city limits. The Major 
submitted'an amendment July 1 that the 
company should light the streets. This was 
agreed to. The temporary offices of the 
company are in Room 27, No. 97 Clark 
street. 

William Hoynes, brother of P. H. Hoynes, 
said yesterday that though he has no connec- 
tion with the company he had a general idea 
of its plans, which are, he said, in an unfio- 
ished condition as yet. 

“The intention is,’ he said, * to operate 
an electric roed from a point in the north west- 
ern part of the city directly northwest to the 
city limits. From there, provided they get 
the franchise from the County Board, the road 
will run on in the samedirection, possibly as far 
as the Desplaines River. There will, I think, be 
a five-cent fare. I cannot give the exact 
route the road will take, because it has not 
been definitely settled. My brother is 
out at present looking over the ground, 
and when another directors’ meeting 
is held, which will probably be 
within a short time, the various routes will be 
discussed. The question is not where shall 
the road run, but where shall it not run. The 
people living in the portion of the city and 
euunty the road will go through are most en- 
thusiastic about it, and although they are not 
weil-to-do they have interested themselves 
financ.ally. Other roads which have desired 
the same locality “for a route have 
always asked a bouus from the resi- 
dents, and this ‘bonus has never been 
less than $1 fur each front foot, and usu- 
ally more. ‘The road that now wants the fran- 
ehise will not ask this. As to the money back 
ot the project, I will say there is plenty to 
build the road, and that the men who have it 
are reputable and well known in this city. 
The road will have no connection with any 


other in the city.’

STATE PAYS THE BILL 


SPEOIAL SESSION EXPENSES 80 FAR 
ARE NEARLY $40,000. 


Yesterday $20,300 Was Paid Out for Mem- 
bers’ Salaries Alone<House Gets Down 
to Business and Advances a Lot of Bills 
Arbitration Law Discussed During 
the Day«Tax Levy Will Probably Be 
Increased=Revell'’s Rap at the Cook 
County Judges. 


Springfield, Lil., July 16.—[Special. ]—This 
special session has cost the people of Illinois 
up todatenot far from $40,000. It met 
three weeks ago today. The first legisiative 
payday was yesterday, when the members 
were entitied to $100 each as per diem. 
There are 203 members of the General As- 
sembly and $20,300 went for salaries alone. 
The allowance for stationary, $50 to each 
member, makes a trifle over $10,000 more, 
These sums, swelled by the mileage accounts 
of the members, will makea grand total of 
not far from $40,000. 

The members celebrated’ the era of the sec- 
ond installment of pay by getting down to 
work. The House took up a whole lot of 
bills, among them all the revenue bills, and 
advanced them to first or second reading 
without referring them to a committee at all. 
All of these measures will be considered in 
Committee of the Whole. 

Speaker Cochran seems to think the Legis- 
lature will adjourn in about two weeks. This 
expression of opinion is not general among 
the .memnbers, who say/’the best that can be 
done is four weeks more. The program of 
the Republicans in the House, so far as out- 
lined, contemplates the passage of an arbi- 
tration bill and a revisioa of the revenue 
laws. The tax levy will be slightly in- 
creased, and if the members have their 
way they will knock the heads off all the 
2 per cent and other stein-winding bills in the 
House. The House members do not propose 
that these bil!s shall go to the Senate. Most 
of them are grease producers any way, and 
the sooner they are killed the better. The idea 
seems to be to take the present revenue law 
and by some process or other increase the 
penalties to be imposed on tax dodgers, As- 
sessors Will be brought up with a round turn, 
and some method will be devised to make 
these officers pay more attention to their duty 


and less toward swelling the revenues of the“ 


.office. The tax levy will probably be in- 
creased by a few cents, and according to pree- 
ent indications this is about all the General 
Assembly wiil do in the special session. 

Speaker Cochran has apparently abandoned 
the idea he entertained last week of revamp- 
ing the committees of the House. He now 
thinks the highest results can be achieved by 
the discussion of all matters that come before 
the House in Committee of the Whole, This 
is a shrewd move on the Speaker’s part if he 
can carry it into successful execution. 
Material change: among the committees will 
only serve to inake bad olowd, thus delaying 
the progress of such legislation as the Repub- 
licans aeem advisable. 


Arbitration Question Discussed. 


The House spent a good part of the day in 
committee of the whoie-discussing the arbi- 
traticn.question, The arguments will be re- 
sumed in the morning, and’the result of it all 
will be the passage by the House of an arbi- 
tration bill withan emergency cziause. The 
bill will provide for the appointment by the 
Governor and confirmation oy the Senate of 
a Poard of Arbitration, the members of which 
are to be paid a per diem when their services 
are invoked. If this bili becomesa law it is 
expected.the Governor will at once name the 
board that the Senate may take appropriate 
action on bis appointments. 

Now all this is weil enough as far as it goes, 
It would’ seem as if this session would come 
to an end in five or six weeks, end it is greatly 
to be hoped that some such result will be ef- 
fected. The weather is intensely hot here and 
not conducive to hard work Agvod many 
members want to take a recess until late in 
September, and this project could be carried 
out were it not for the tact that the Cook 
County delegation is, as usual, divided 
concerning it. The Senate is doing nothing, 
simply biding its time until the House 
sends it some bills... Speaker Cochran 
says the arbitration measure will get into 
third reading tomorrow and be passed Thurs- 
day. He declares, moreover, it is simply a 
question of a few days until the revenue code, 
amended as above indicated, will be laid be- 
fore the Senate. The members of the Hou:e 
show a decided disinclination to waste much 
time with the 2 per cent bilis and the amend- 
ments to the practice act. They will get the 
arbitration and revenue bills out as quickiy 
as they can and propose to force an adjourn- 
ment. Suchistheir talk tonight. What it 
will be tomorrow heaven only knows. | 

Some people seem to think there will be a 
joint Republican caucus held tomorrow. This 
opinion is not universal among the Repub- 
licans, however. A number of the leaders in 
the House will meet tomorrow afternoon with 
a view of mapping out a decisive plan of cam- 
paign, to be pursued so far as the business of 
the House is cuncerned, A caucus must of 
necessity be held some time or otner to settle 
the question of the tax levy. This may be ex- 
pected about Thursday.or Friday of the pres- 
ent week. 


After Cook County Judges. 


In the House the following bills were intro- 
duced by unanimous consent: 

By Mr. Revell to regula the time of holding 
court in Cook County. The bill provides that 
the Judges of all courts of record in that county, 
shall be allowed a vacation of one week during 
the holidays and a vacation of three weeks at any 
other time of the year, to be selected by the 
Judges. provided that it be not later than Sept.. 
15 of each year. For every other day the Judge 
fails to devote at least five hours to the perform- 
ance of his duties $20 shall be deducted from 
his salary. Ifa Judge fails to hold court in any 
one year for less than 188 days of five hours 
each his office shall be deciared vacant. 

By Mr. Morris—Amending the practice act pro- 
viding ‘*on the trial of any case by a jury in 
any court of record in this State, the court shall, 
before the argument of counsel begins, pass upon 
ali ‘the instractions offered in writing by either 
party and shall write upon the margin of each 
of the instructions so requested the word ‘Given’ 
or the word ‘ Refused,’ or the words ‘Given as 
modified.’ and in the latter case the 
court shall write out his instructions as 
modified and such instructions marked ‘Given’ 
or ‘Given as modified,’ may be read to the jury 
by the respective couusei as the law in the case. 
Exceptions to the giving or refusing of any in- 
strucuon may be entered at any time before the 
entry of final judgment.”” Alsoa bill amending

DIVINE .HEALER DOWIE SCORES ONE. 


Judge Payne Says There Is No Evidence Yet 
to Kestrain Him. 

Judge Payne yesterday decided that ‘‘Di- 
vine Healer’’ Dowie could not be restrained 
on the evidence from allowing persons af- 
filicted from entering his homes or taber- 
nacles. The court said a proper showing 
was not before him on which he could act. 
He told the complainants to amend their 
bill or bring in a decree today in conformity 
with his decision. In regard to the charges 
in the bill that Dowie was conducting his 
affairs so that he created'a nuisance, the 
court held that they were not proved. Judge 
Payne carefully reviewed the’ whole case, 
commenting upon the evidence as he went 
along. After discussing the charges of the 
complainants and the denials of Dowie he 
said: 

“It is attempted to raise the question in 
this case as to whether Dowie is a fraud 
and a blind leader of the blind, or whether, 
as he claims, he has power to heal by prayer 
and the laying on of hands. There is no 
such question properly before me, and it 
cannot properly be presented to the court. 
Whatever he teaches and his followers be- 
lieve is based upon some notions or religious 
belief over which the court has no control. 
Some fifty witnesses testify to a series of 
remarkable cures. Whether true or not I 
cannot say. They may not convince the 
judgment of the court, but as long as Dr. 
Dowie has the right under the law to con- 
tinue his services he may do so. If Dr. 
Dowie is not a follower of Jesus Christ time 
alone will show. If Dowtle be «ile 
fact can be determined by exper . The 
real question is: Do the facts alleged and 
proved constitute such a nuisance as may 
be enjoined by.a court of chancery? If the 
facts are clear and the nuisance clearly es- 
tablished a court has power to enjoin. If 
the nuisance is a doubtful question then 
a court of chancery cannot interfere, and 
the question should be submitted toa jury. 

‘The facts relied on to prove a nuisance 
in this case are an hospital in a residence 
district, which is denied by Dowle, the use 
of the printing establishment, the use. of 
patrolmen, the use of the streets by the halt 
and lame, and the charge that sufferers 
from contagious diseases are allowed in the 
homes. In regard to the patrolmen, the 
defendant says the men are quiet, good men, 
and there is no proof of improper conduct 
on their part. The printing establishment 
is 500 feet away from the complainant’s 
residence, and it is hardly possible that it 
could interrupt Mr. Maguire. In regard to 
the use of the streets by the hr't. lame. and 
blind, we must suffer for the good of «thers. 
If these poor people cannot walk they muct 
be carried, and they have a perfect right to 
The contagious disease question is 
more important. It is shown that no at- 
tempt is made to prevent any person suf- 
fering from these diseases from entering 
the tabernacle,but the evidence does not dis- 
close that any suffering has resulted from 
contagious diseases. 

“The case of diphtheria which was 
brought to the attention of the court’ was 
prevented from entering the tabernacle and 
was taken to a private room. The court 
would, however, enjoin a threatening evil. 
The defendant must take proper precau- 
tions, and if a proper showing is made in 
regard to the danger of the contagious dis- 
ease problem the court will make an order 
to protect the complainants. The court also 
on a proper showing would enjoin the de- 
fendant from continuing his leases, if the 
rhatter is presented fn proper form.” 

Attorney Smith said he would prepare an 
order and make a showing in order to ob- 
tain an injunction against Dowie to prevent 
any person suffering from contagious dis- 
eases entering the homes or the tabernacle.

LEMONT SALOONS MUST PAY FULL FEE. 


Beer Licenses, with Whisky on the Sly, 
Will Go No More. 


The dramshop-keepers of Lemont will 
hereafter be required to pay the full fee of 
$500 when procuring a license from the 
county. This was decided upon ata meeting 
of the Committee on Public Service of the 
County Board. Several of the Conimission- 
ers were in favor of extending the full license 
to cover all country towns, as provided in the 
resolution, which was as follows: 

Resolved, That this board refuse to issue any 
licenses for malt liquors @ly, and that all hold- 
ers of such licenses be notified by the clerk of 
the board that they will be required to apply for 
dramshop licenses and that all malt liquor li- 
censes already granted be and they are hereby re- 
voked. ; 

Commissioner Struckman said he hoped 
the resolution would not be ad»pted. He 
could see no reason why all county saloon- 
keepers should be obiiged to suffer for the 
misdemeanors of afew. Because a number 
of these keepers disobeyed the law was no 


erearon why all the others should becompelled 


to pay a high license, and Mr. Struckman 
thought the County. Commissioners should 
discriminate. 

Commissioner Kunstman was satisfied that 
in most places where beer was soid one could 
get a drink of liquor, and when this was so!d 
he thought the county should get the benefit. 
Because in one country town where there was 
a foreign element which was lawless, Com- 
missiner Allen did notthink the rest of the 
country towns should be considered responsi- 
ble.

Washington, D. C., Juiy 16.— Special, ]— 
Statesmen visiting the Nationa! Capital these 
days profess to know nothing about the pro- 
posed silver conference to be held here the 14th 
of next month, Senator Jones of Arkansas in 
his letter intimated the meeting would not be 
general in its natur’, but would be confined 
to a few leading Democrats who are dissatis- 
fied with the national committee organized 
by the Memphis convention. In place of that 
committee it is the desire of the malcontents 
to have a body constituted solely of Demo- 
crate. They hope to secure the free coinage 
of silver within the party ranks, and the cvun- 
ference which. has been suggested wiil be for 
the purpose of determining upon a plan for 
carrying this idea into execution. An address 
will undoubtedly be the outcome of the gather- 
ing, and steps may be taken to secure the 
election of delegates to the next convention 
favorable to the nomination of a free coinage 
man for the Presidency. Friends of the ad- 
ministration assert they fear nothing from 
this movement and that trying to revive in- 
terest in silver coinage is like kicking a dead 
horse. Gov. Oates of Alabama, who is in the 
city, said: ‘Free coinage of silver would 
not, under existing conditions, give the peo- 
ple any relief, but would, in my judgment, 
result in such a disturbance of our financial

Excess of imports in the first column was 
due to the unhealthy speculative movement 
which culminated in the panic. Figures for 
1894 show the reverse of this tendency and 
the big excess of exports due to the sacrifice 
of American products at reduced prices in or- 
der to obtain cash and the stoppage of un- 
necessary imports. While 1895 does not 
show such large tota!s as was hoped for in 
some quarters, the figures are regarded as 
indicating a mere healthy condition of trade 
and a larger purchasmg power in the United 
States than existed in 1894. For June there 
was an excess of imports of $6,300,698, the 
im ports mat: Amey $61,403,624 and the ex- 
ports $55,102,926. Imports for June, 1894, 
were $51,278,810 and the exports were 
$57,502.987, showing an excess of exports of 
$6.224,177. The balance of imports of 
gold during June was $1,963,750 against an 
excesa of exports in June, 1894 of $22,376,- 
872. The balance of gold imports for the 
five months ending withJune has now risen 
to $16,634,666, while the corresponding

OFFICIAL REPORT ON ROAD-MAKING. 


Farmers Said to Need a Solid, Well-Bedded 
Stone Highway. 

Washington, D. C., July 16.—The reports 
of several investigations conducted by ex- 
perts of the Agricultural Department have 
been submitted to Secretary Morton. The 
inquiry as to the best roads for farming and 
farmers was conducted by Gen. Royston, 
who pictures the road that best meets the 
farmers’ needs as a solid, well-bedded stone 
road, so narrow as to be only a single track, 
but having an earth track alongside. “A 
fine, dry, smooth dirt track,” the report 
says, “is the perfection of roads, easy on the 
horses’ feet and legs and free from noise and 
jar. The stone roads, on the other hand, 
wear more in warm weather than in wet. 
Practical experience shows that the junction 
of the stones and earth sections of the roads 
can be kept even, and there is no difficulty 
in the meeting and passing of loaded teams, 
two points which have been raised in the 
discussion of construction methods. No 
rutting of the earth roads results,”’

Washington, D. C., July 16.—With the ob- 
ject of giving warning of the approaching 
tropical hurricanes, as well as the severe 
and dangerous storms that pass across the 
lake region and the Atlantic coast, the 
Weather Bureau has. adopted a special sig- 
nal to be known as the hurricane signal, It 
will consist of the red flags with black cent- 
ers displayed one abovetheother. This sig- 
nal will be displayed at all Weather Bureau 
offices and wind signal display stations on 
the Atlantic and gulf coasts and the great 
lakes and at numerous other points at sea 
and lake ports and along these coasts. Ina 
number of instances arrangements have 
been made with steamship and steamboat 


‘lines to display the signal on their vessels.

July 16.—The status of 
agricultural education in the United States is 
given an extended review in the forthcoming 
year book of the Agricultural Department. It 
shows there are sixty-tive institutions in opera- 
tion under the provisions of the acts of July 2, 
1862. and Aug. 30.1890. Sixty of these main- 
tain courses in agricuiture. In fourteen States 
separa:e institutions are vided for white and 
colored students. Special courses in dairying 
and other agriculture industries have been re- 
cently established at a few of the colleges.

John Petru to Celebrate His Golden Anni. 
versary as a Teacher. 
John Petru, who is well knowa among the 
entire Bohemian population of Chicago, and 
who taught school at St. Prokop’s Parish, 
corner Alport and Eighteenth street, this 
city, will celebrate his fiftieth anniversary as 
a teacher tomorrow. He was born Oct. 10, 
1825, in Chotemic, Bohemia, and is one of 
the twins born to John Petru Sr., who like- 
wise taught school there for forty years. His 
twin brother, Frank Petru, is still living and 
has been teaching school at Sobesiav, Bohemia, 
for fifty years. John Petru Jr. was gradu- 
ated from the normal schoo! in Jindrichov 
Hradec, Bohemia. and when 18 years o'd was 
appointed assistant at Prohotyv, Bohemia, 
4n 1845 obtained an independent place 
as teacher at Popelin, and thereafter taught 
school in Tucab, Pohnani, Hostice, Horebnik, 
and finally in Dilouha-Lahota in 1853, re- 
waining re as teacher for the space of 
twenty-two years, when he emigrated with his 
family in 1875, at the earnest request and so- 
licitation of the parish priest of St. Prokop’s 
Parish of this city, where he has taught to this 
day. His family consists of three sons and 
three daughters, residing at Nos. 567 ani 568

Oct. 31 next. he termsa “rib-roaster.” The 

“rib-roaster” is delivéred ‘with the right 

hand, and the term was a common 

one in prize fighting in olden times, 

The word ia rarely used now, the 

‘right-hand body biow,” or the ** heart 

blow,” being used in its stead» To deliver 

this blow, as Corbett explains it, his oppon- 
ent must lead with his left. This lead is 
ducked and then before the opponent has had 
time to recover himself the *‘ rib-roaster’’ has 
done its work, Jim's left hand or arm plays 
an important part in this blow, as it covers 
his face completely and in such a position 
that an effective upbercut is practically out 
of the question. The ‘‘rib-roaster”’ is deliv- 
ered by stepping in with the left foot and 
partly to the right of an opponent. The head 
is shifted in the same direction, and down and 
in toward the opponent’s body, while the left 
arm is brought across and in front of the face. 
The blow must be delivered simultaneously

That is Corbett’s idea of it, and he will 
probably be able to work the trick, if such it 
can be termed, on ‘‘Lanky Bob.’’ He does 
not, however, calculate on landmg this blow 
every time he attempts it, but he figures his 
head isa so well pretected that in cuse of fail- 
ure he is able to recover and get out of harm’s 
way in a “jiffy.” 

Corbett, in explaining the beauties of his 
newly discovered dodge a few days ago, 
said : 

** Of course it’s always necessary to have 
another man in the rmg, and then again you 
can’t tellhow often he’s going to lead. I 
think Fitz will be a little surprised when this 
punch 1s sprung on him, It has to be worked 
in a great hurry, or itis useless. I’m giving 
some time to the practice of it and a few other 
maneuvers which may astonish the talent. I 
um not prepared just now to explain any 
more of these new wrinkles. I think I've 
done pretty weil as itis. I shail be ail ready 
to practicaliy demonstrate the value of these 
moves on the day of the fight. They may not 
be of any service, for they say great things 
of that mnght hand owned by Fitzsimmons,”’ 

With an ordinary boxer Corbett might pos- 
sibly deliver his ** rib-roaster”’ and get away 
without a return, but with Fitzsimmons it 
may be different. The latter has any number 
of peculiar blows, chief among them being a 
short arm half swing. haif hook punch. or 
rather chop, in which the wrist and forearm 
are brought into play. 

This biow is Fitzsimmons’. own, and prob- 
ably the most effective of any ever used in the 
ring. Should “Bob” land that chop on the 
top of Corbett’s head while he is delivering 
that * rib-roaster” the latter will never know 
what struck him. The fact of Jim’s figuring 
that his head will be out of danger when de- 
livering, or attempting to deliver, his new 
blow may be all right, but he must first learn 
the trick of how to protect the top of his head 
before it will really be safe from Bob's effect- 
ive chop blow. 

Even this early in the campaign Corbett 
has partially mapped out his plans for the 
fight, but he does not underate the pugilistic 
ability of the auburn-hgired New Zealand 
blacksmith, who has bowled over more than 
one favorite since he arrived in this country.

Upon 
receiving the note from his father Luscombe 
took his revolver, knife, and shotgun and 
went into the buggy.

THE CLARK STREET ORDINANCE. 
The Council amended the Clark street trol- 


| ley ordinance Monday night so as to improve 


it in some respects and make it worse in 
others, The company agreed when pleaded 
with by the Mayor to contribute $55,000 to 
be expended partly in street lighting and 
partly in the construction of a viaduct at 
Clark and Sixteenth streets, It could have 
agreed to give a great deal more, considering 
what the value of the franchise is the city is 
giving it. The Mayor was right in endeavor- 
ing to get all the money he could out of the 
company, and it is to be regretted that he 
could not get more. 

But it was a mistake on the part of the 
Mayor to ask that electricity should not be 
vsed as a motive power north of Jackson 
street, and it was a mistake on the part of 
the Aldermen to comply with his wishes so 
far as to compromise on Adams street, thus 
making it necessary for the company, if it 
runs its cars to Washington street, as it does 
now, to use horses for three blocks. This 
change in the ordinance does not meet with 
the approval of the -property-owners on 
Clark, between Adams and Washington. 
They asked for a trolley line, and should 
have been given what they asked for. They 
appreciate the fact that if the rapid service 
stops at Adams the property south of them 
will become more valuable for business pur- 
poses, and theirs will rent for less than it 
does now. 

Much has been said about the danger to 
life and limb which will ensue if the trolley 
line is carried through the heart of the busi- 
ness district to Washington street. It 
is asserted that accidents will be hap- 
pening continually in the crowded thor- 
oughfares. Those Aldermen who think 
that would be the case should have offered 
an amendment forbidding the use of trailers 
and the Council should have adopted it. In 
other cities, where the streets are narrower 
and more crowded than those of Chicago, 
electric cars are run without injury to any- 
body, but all the cars are single ones, in 
this city the long cable trains are a greater 
menace than independent electric cars would 
be. It is cheaper for a railroad to use trail- 
ers, since it gets along with a smaller nuin- 
ber of gripmen, but the result is a greater 
number of accidents. 

Since single trolley cars can be run from 
Adams to Washington more safely than 
cable trains can be run on Madison, Wash- 
ington, Dearborn, La Salle, and Monroe, for 
the former can be stopped much more speed- 
ily, since the Clark street property-owners 
want them, and sinte at least half of those 
who use the Clark street line will want to go 
north of Adams, the ordinance should not 
have been amended in this respect. 

But in return for this agreement to pay 
$55,000 the railroad insisted on the striking 
out of the following provision: 

And in the event that some practicable and less 
objectionable method of furnishing electricity oT 
other power for the operation of said railway be 
discovered, the said company, its successors, or as- 
signs, shall have the right or may be compelled by 
the City Council of the City of Chicago to adopt 
such practicable or less objectionable method of 
furnishing such motive power in place of said over- 
head contact wires when the same is approved by 
the Mayor and the Commissioner of Public Works. 

Forty-eight of the Aldermen obeyed orders 
and struck out this excellent clause. It is 
possible that at this time no underground 
electric system has been perfected which 
will work satisfactorily during 4 Chicago 
winter. But if there is no such system as 
yet there will be one before long, a little more 
eestly than the trolley, but quite as efficicnt. 
The day will come when storage batteries 
can be employed at much less cost than at 
‘present. Such is the demand for more rapid 
transit that overhead wires will be used in 
spite of the protests of firemen and insur- 
ance companies. But ultimately they ought 
to goyinderground like the telegraph and tele- 
phone wires, and the city should have re- 
served the power to compel the company to 
use a different system when a satisfactory 
one has been devised. 


THE MURDERER HOLMES. 
There is now the strongest reason to be- 


lieve that H. H. Holmes is a far more deeply 
dyed villain than appeared last November. 
He was then arrested on a charge of con- 
spiring to beat a life insurance company. 
Subsequent investigation rendered it highly 
probable that he had murdered the man 
Pitzel, with whom he conspired, so as to 
make sure of collecting the whole amount 
of $10,000 without having to divide with his 
victim, but the case was so badly tangled 
up that the company ignored the murder 
theory and landed him in Moyamensing Pris- 
on for a long term under conviction on the 
charge of fraud. It is now believed that 
Holmes murdered not only Pitzel but his 
two daughters, their remains having been 
found buried under the cellar of a house in 
Toronto. 

The entire adult life of this fellow Holmes 
has been given up to swindling operations. 
He began to defraud insurance companies 
as soon as he left college. Twice he insured 
his own life and obtained the money, in each 
case fixing up a corpse to make it resemble 

‘himeelf. In 1891 he floated forged notes to 
the amount of $15,000 on the pretense that he 
was going to erect glass works in this city. 
Next he gained possession of a large quan- 
tity of furniture, etc., as alleged manager of 
a World’s Fair hotel, and soon after the 
close of the Fair got insurance for $90,000 on 
a building on Sixty-third street, but failed 
to collect the insurance money as a sequel 
to the burning of the structure. A little 
later he induced two young women named 
Williams to agree to go with him from this 
city to Fort Worth, Tex. They disappeared 
and have not been seen since, but the fact 
that Holmes soon after got possession of 
$80,000 worth of property that had belonged 
to them, and which he speedily squandered, 
renders it impossible to resist the conclusion 
that these women were murdered for the 
sake ‘of their property. The next thing 
known of him is that he secured a policy for 
$10,000 on the life of his friend and business 
associate, B. F. Pitzel, who soon afterwards 
went with Holmes to Philadelphia and there 
was lost sight of, except that a body buried 
by Holmes was exhumed and identified as 
that of Pitzel, though the wife of the latter 
was told that her husband had disappeared, 
but soon would rejoin her. She received 
$500 of the money, and at the suggestion of 
Holmes came West, leaving three of her 
children in hig keeping. He led her a wild 
goose chase through as many as a dozen 
States, deluding her with the hope that she 
October, he took the two girls from the Al- 
bion Hotel in Toronto, 
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libéling him to say that Mrs. Pitzel also 
would have been sent by him to another 
world if the leisurely carrying out of his 
plot had not been interfered with by arrest. 
The cutting short of his criminal career 
seems to have been caused by his breaking 
faith with a man to whom he had confided 
part of his plot, and promised him $500 for 
certain information, which money he did 
not pay over as agreed to. Holmes thus 
was overreached by himself, as many 4 
murderer has been before him, but the an- 
nals of crime would have to be ransacked 
long and thoroughly to find so great a 
demon in human form as he is, or one who 
so richly merited the most terrible punish- 
ment that ever was visited upon the head 
of an enemy of his species. The idea of 
Holmes escaping the death penalty is too 
painful to be entertained. Such escape 
would be a libel on justice, and an everlast- 
ing disgrace to any one who could stoop to 
defend him, 


THE DEBATE ON SILVER. 

The debate between the Hon. R. G. Horr 
and “Coin” Harvey in the rooms of the IHi- 
nois club of this city opened yesterday. 
It was very far from attracting the amount 
of attention which the advocates of “free 
silver at 16 to 1” had expected for it. 
Only a few persons were in attendance at 
the time set for beginning the debate, and 
at no part of the proceedings were more 
than about half the seats occupied. And the 
free silver extremists who were there must 
have been terribly disappointed in another 
respect. Their champion did not make a 
strong showing. On the contrary, he met 
with his master at every point. Horr was 
the superior, both in matter and manner, 
and almost may be said to have “wiped 
the floor” with his doughty opponent. 

Mr. Horr opened with a short statement of 
what he proposed to prove. He disclaimed 
being a monometallist. He said he is in 
favor of the use of both gold and silver 
under such restrictions as may be needed to 
keep the two in circulation, briefly alluding 
to international agreement as a suggested 
guarantee of real bimetallism. Then he 
asked Harvey some pertinent questions. 
He made the latter admit that his book 
called ‘*‘ Coin’s Financial School ” is entirely 
am allegory, that no such school was held, 
that no such éxpressions were used as were 
alleged by Harvey to ‘have been uttered by 
the prominent citizens named in that fake 
pamphlet. He asked if it was fair and right 
to put into the mouths of those gentlemen 
the words attributed to them without giving 
them the opportunity to approve or disap- 
prove. Harvey could not answer this, andit 
was generally felt that his admission was all 
the more damaging as he had no excuse to 
offer for his willful misrepresentations of 
individuals as well as of the facts under dis- 
cussion, 

After this Harvey was asked what he 
meant by quoting scripture about hiding 
certain things from the wise and prudent 
and revealing them unto babes. He was re- 
quested to state if he held his free silver 
policy to be such that no wise man of today 
could understand it. He tried to parry this 
thrust by stating that he understood the 
language to refer to pure minded people, 
childlike in disposition, but not necessarily 
children in years. Then he was requested 
to turn to the page at the back of his first 
picture and state what he meant there by 
the expression “primary money.” This 
paralyzed him. He floundered for awhile, 
and at last said the question was one he did 
not propose to answer then, but would do so 
later in the debate. Soon Harvey asked a 
Question and was told it should be answered 
when he had responded to the query about 
primary money. But having thus knocked 
the ground from under the feet of his op- 
ponent Mr. Horr gave the information asked 
for, though perhaps in a way which was 
neither expected nor welcome. 

All this might be dercribed by somé peo- 
ple as merely a preliminary fencing, but it 
was followed by at least one blow which 
even “Coin” himself cannot deny was a 
telling one. Mr. Horr took up the allega- 
tion about silver being the first money, and 
the silver dollar the first money unit. He 
showed that this is not true, and that the 
first money named by our forefathers was 
copper, not silver; that the dollar was 
adopted as the unit in 1785, that the law of 
that year did not state what the dollar 
should be made of, but did provide that cer- 
tain copper coins should be issued, and that 
a stated number of those copper coins 
should be a dollar, so that copper money 
really was “the money of our daddies.”” In 
this it was generally felt that Mr. Horr had 
the best of the argument. All through the 
debate that gentleman was cool and col- 
lected, evidently having his material well at 
hand and his manner under perfect control, 
while Harvey was nervous and ill at ease, 


to defend his position before intelligent and 
honest men. 


THE STATE’S-ATTORNEY’S DUTY. 

A local paper says that while the State’s- 
Attorney ought to bring the two indicted 
Aldermen to trial as speedily as he can, yet 
he should not, in doing so, neglect the cases 
of the men who are under indictment, but 
who are confined in an unsanitary jail be- 
cause they cannot give bail. That is well 
said. As long as there is a man in jail who 
wants a trial there should be a court in ses- 
sion to give him one. If there is an innocent 
man there he should be given an opportunity 
to prove his innocence and get out. If there 
is a guilty man there who prefers the peni- 
tentiary to the jail he should be given a 
speedy trial and the county be saved the ex- 
pense of feeding him. There are Judges 
enough to do the work. Four are sitting 
now on the North Side, and more canbe sent 
there if necessary. 

But if the four courts are kept running 
there is no apparent reason why the State’s- 
Attorney cannot try the cases of the in- 
dicted Aldermen at once, if they will consent. 
without prejudicing in the least the interests 
of the men who are unable to get out on bail. 
For, dirty as the jail is, and foul as is the air 
its inmates breathe, they are not clamoring 
for immediate trials. Their lawyers are not 
besieging the State’s-Attorney with appli- 
cations for trials. Generally they ask for 
continuances. 

For the fact is that most of the persons 
who are locked up in the County Jail are 
guilty of the offenses set forth in the in- 
dictments, and in a large percentage of the 
cases the evidence against them is so clear 
that they cannot escape conviction. Many 
of them, when finally forced to trial, will 
plead guilty. But while the sanitary con- 
dition of the penitentiary is excellent, while 
it is. kept perfectly clean, and while there is 
an abundance of well-cooked, nutritious 
food, the prisoners in the jail who expect to 
be found guilty would rather stay in that 
place, dirty as it is, than go6 to Joliet. They 
are not anxious to be sent where they can- 
not see their friends often, and where they 
will be put at regular work. 

The State’s-Attorney’s office has been at 
fault gencrally, not because it kept the jail 
full by denying trials to those who wanted 
them, but because it has not done more to 


Joliet, but who endeavor to put off their de- 
parture to the last moment. Every effort 
should be made to dispose of the cases of the 
jail prisoners, not so much for their sake as 
for that of the community. Punishment 


| Should be speedy, and it is far less of a pun- 
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acting as if he knew himself to be on the 
wrong side, and was ashamed of attempting 


force to trial the men who ought to go to 
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two indicted Aldermen, He will not thereby 
delay for a day or an hour the trial and ac- 
quittal of any innocent man who is being 
boarder’ by the Sheriff. Therefoie let us 
have as speedy as possible. : 


WHEAT CULTURE HERE AND IN EN- 


LAND. 

A writer in the North American Review 
collates some interesting statistics in re- 
gard to the relative conditions of wheat 
farming in England and the United States. 
He recalls the fact that when free trade in 
grain was fully established, nearly half a 
century ago, 97 per cent of the population 
of England was fed on home grown wheat, 
while in 1800 the domestic wheat supply 
was sufficient for only about 20 per cent 
of the people. Yet the British Isles contain 
45 million acres of arable land and the wheat 
yield continues to be at the rate of about 28 
bushels per aétre, against an average of 
12.8 bushels in the United States. The En- 
glish wheat area of this year probably is 
the smallest of the century, being not much 
over a million acres, against three and a half 
million fifty. years ago. For 1895 the esti- 
mated British imports of wheat and flour 
are about 190 million bushels, being an in- 
crease of 70 millions in the last eighteen 
years. 

The’ reason for this home decadence is 
found in the fact that the British farmer 
finds himself more and more unable to 
compete with the wheat grown in other 
countries and carried from them at contin- 
ually decreasing cost for transportation. 
And the great fact which renders him un- 
able to compete is the relatively great pay- 
ment that has to be made for the use of the 
land. He has to pay in rental, taxes, and 
poor rates about $14 on every acre of wheat 
land, while here on a rented farm the av- 
erage annual payment does not exceed §2. 
Of course when the price of wheat sinks to 
that of last October, 17 shillings and six 
pence per quarter, or about 52 cents per 
bushel, it means ruin to the English wheat- 
grower. it does not more than pay his rent 
and taxes, leaving him nothing with which 
to meet the cost of seed and labor and of 
maintaining himself and family. Under 
such conditions it is scarcely to be wondered 
at that the champions of the British agri- 
culturist should declare that if compelled 
to choose between the ruin of farming and 
the revival of protection they would choose 
the latter. But it is hard to understand 
how they can suppose the farmer is to be 
benefited by cheap silver, unless he could be 
allowed to pay his rent and taxes in the 
cheaper money without an increase in the 
number of money units to be paid. 

The ‘“‘rent” question) really is the burn- 
ing one. The English farmer cannot afford 
to pay $10 per acre rent and use the land for 
wheat culture in competition with farmers 
of the Western States, to say nothing of 
India, Russia, Argentina, and Australia. 
So it would seem they are reduced to the 
necessity of giving up wheat culture unless 
they can induce their landlords to accept 
less rent, or can get themselves shut in by 
a wall of protection. The landlords do not 
want to reduce rentals, and it is exceedingly 
probable that the toilers in the cities never 
would consent to the advance in the price of 
bread that would follow the reimposition of 
protective duties. The latter would say 
they could not afford to buy bread on the 
new terms without a corresponding increase 
in wages, and their employers would stand 
solidly against conceding such advance, 
averring that they might as well close up 
their works, seeing they have to compete 
with foreigners in finding a market for their 
goods. So it would seem that the only way 
out of the trouble is to force rents down to 
the point at which the tenants can afford 
to occupy and cultivate for the supply of 
food for home consumption. The commer- 
cial standard of values for material as com- 
pared with product will have to be applied 
in the British Isles to tHe raising of wheat as 
to the spinning of cotton. 


‘One by one the ancient mariners are com- 
ing in, bringing with them marvelous stories 
of the wonders visible only to those who go 
down to the sea in ships.

had by rifling other people’s lobster pots, one 
is inclined to wonder how far the Coloncl 
cruised and what strange waters he rav- 
aged of their finny treasures that he could 
bring such a heterogeneous and picturesque 
collection with him to Chicago. When it is 
remembered that the Colonel only cruised in 
Boston Harbor, which, according to vera- 
cious fishermen, yields only perch, flounders, 
eels, sculpins, sea weed, crabs, and devil's 
apron strings, it is hard to accept his state- 
ment. It would be impossible, indeed, were 
it not for the Colonel’s significant statement, 
“I caught them in Boston.” The Hub 
abounds in fish stores. Indeed, the Colonel 
might have caught them all on State street 
right here at home. Such are the outlines of 
the story told by Col. Hesing of the Chicago 
Postoffice who was never known to tell a lie. 


It is estimated that about 10,000 horse 
cars formerly in use on the street passenger 
railways of this country have been super- 
seded by thetrolley. Each of these cars sup- 
plants eight horses, which would eat half a 
bushel of oats each per day. That makes a 
difference of 40,000 bushels of oats per day, 
or nearly fifteen million bushels per annum. 
Fewer horses are needed to draw the cars 
which still are operated by horse power. 
The use of the bicycle greatly diminishes the 
pressure on the street cars, especially at 
those times in the day when the patronage 
otherwise would be the greatest, and the 
keepers of livery-stables have a much small- 
er demand for their vehicles than before the 
bicycles became so numerous. It has been 
claimed that all this makes no appreciable 
change in the consumption of oats, that there 
are just as many horses in the country now 
as two years ago, and that they must be fed 
whether they work or not. But the owner 
of a horse is not likely to feed many oats if 
he has nothing for the animal to do, and there 
is little room to doubt that the number of 
horses in the country actually is on the de- 
crease. Probably it is not too much to esti- 
mate that the'introduction of the new 
methods has decreased the feeding of oats 
by fully 50 million bushels per annum, and 
that a year or two hence that decrease will 
have been ddubled, it then amounting to 
some 15 per cent of a present average crop 
in the United States. It is likely that the ef- 
fect of all this will be masked the present 
year by deficiency in the hay crop, due to 
persistent dry weather. But for the future 
it may be found necessary to lessen the 
production of oats because of the dimin- 
ished demand for them brought about by the 
introduction of the trolley wire, the bicycle, 
and the horseless carriage for use on the bet- 
ter class of street pavements, 
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HARDWARE says it is estimated that dur- 
ing last year more than 200,000 wheels were 
manufactured by the different companies 
engaged in the production of bicycles; and 
this year, with greatly increased facilities 
and ¥mproved machinery, together with a 
large increase in the number of producers, 
the product will reach to the neighborhood 
of 400,000. What it will be next year can 
only be guessed at. There is no denying that 
this year’s business has been held in check 
by a positive inability to supply the de- 
mand for wheels of every description, and as 
a result the manufacture is being greatly en- 
larged. New factories are projected and ad- 
ditions made to old factories nearly doubling 
the capacity. It is thought that by next 
March the productive capacity will have 
been carried to fully 700,000. What then? 
The paper says that “with every foreign 
country with an intelligent population al- 
ready knocking at our doors for a share in 
this distribution, even in blocks of 500 to 
1,000 wheels at a time from individual buy- 
ers,”’ should leave the trade in November, 
1896, with “‘few if any wheels to carry over 
into 1897." Very likely. And yet the point will 
be reached some time when the production 
will exceed the current demand, but it is 
possible the bicycle furor is so far from 
having exhausted itself that it will be some 
years before the turning point is met with.

A BRITISH AUTHORITY PRAISES 
AMERICAN PRCGRESS. 


Says the Advancement of the United States 
Must Command the Admiration of Man- 
kind=Nothing Compares with Its Con- 
dition in 1895—Not a Patriotic Inspira- 
tion, but a Fact Proved by Statistics=A 


Frenchman's System of European Sight- - 


Seeing=—Other Interesting Notes, 

Probably the most striking tribute ever 
paid by an English authority to the ma- 
terial progress of America is Mr. Mulhall’s 
article in the June North American Review. 
In a series of tabulated figures the British 
statistician emphasizes the fact that the 
United States possesses a far greater produc- 
tive power—the industrial force that creates 
wealth—than any other country; that since 
1840 this power has been more than trebled, 
resulting in an addition to the national 
wealth of $40,000,000,000--$1,000,000,000 more 
than the total wealth of Great Britain; that 
much more money is spent for education 
here than anywhere else; and that there are 
unmistakable evidences of greater intelli- 
gence and more general progressiveness. 

We are accustomed to hear that while our 
manufactures have notably developed, our 
vast farm industries have been going from 
bad to worse in thé last few years. Yet, as 
Mr. Mulhall tells us, “ if the United States 
had no urban population whatever, the ad- 
varice of agricultural interests would be 
enough to claim the’admiration of man- 
kind.” He shows that the average Ameri- 
can farm laborer raises as much grain as 
three laborers in England, four in France, 
and fiveinGermany. But while agricultural 
wealth has quadrupled in forty years, urban 
> aig has multiplied no less than sixteen- 
fold. 

The natural conclusion is that “ if we take 
a survey of mankind in ancient or modern 
times, as regards the physical, mechanical, 
and intellectual force of nations, we find 
nothing to compare with the United States 
in this present year of 1895.”’ 

This expression might not attract our 
notice were it inspired by the eloquence of 
an Independence day celebration, or by the 
more studied patriotism of some American 
census taker; but coming from a foreigner 
widely known asa specialist in such matters 
it is a remarkable arraying of facts and fig- 
ures against the unfounded criticisms of less 
unprejudiced observers from abroad.—Mun- 
sey. 


Stay in Paris and “ Do” Europe. 

An artful and ingenious Frenchman in 
Paris, with a well-developed and subtle 
knowledge of the frailties and vanities of 
the traveling public, has hit upon a plan 
that will place many American dollars in 
his pocket, and at the same time permit 
those who go abroad this summer to prac- 
tice innocent impositions upon their credu- 
lous friends and neigbors on their return. 

His method is a simple one, and yet, when 
adopted in connection with a careful read- 
ing of Baedeker or some other guidebook, 
is one that is almost certain to mislead the 
“folks at home’ and gtve one an appearance 
of having traveled much, although he may 
not have gone to any other place on the con- 
tinent than Paris. 

This thoughtful, provMent Frenchman has 
laid in an excellerit stock of these innocent 
and heretofore truthful tell-tale pasters that 
ali travelers cherish and delight in having 
stuck upon their trunks and boxes in places 
far from home. They are exact reproduc- 
tions of the pasters or labels most in use at 
railway stations and hostelries in the vari- 
ous countries abroad, and these, for a mild 
consideration he will apply to any article of 
baggage that a traveler may have. The 
— selects the labels and he does the 
rest. 

With enough of these stuck about indis- 
criminately to be used in evidence and a 
slight knowledge of the places thereby indi- 
cated, gleaned from a guidebook, deception 
is made easy and a reputation for having 
“done” Europe can be cheaply gained. 

This industry is a new one, and bids fair 
to meet with great success, as tales of for- 
eign travels like those of fishing adventures 
are seldom confined to the niceties of truth, 
and it is not considered any more improper 
to stretch a point in telling about one than 
it is in telling about the other. 

The scheme was first made known on this 
side on the arrival of the White Star steam- 
ship Teutonic the other day. A vivacious 
young woman who had béen abroad with 
some friends was met at the steamer by her 
brother, who looked after her baggage. 

After the customs officials had tumbled 
the things in her trunk about as the law re- 
quires her brother noticed the many pasters 
upon it. 

He expressed surprise that she had been 
in so many places during her short absence, 
and remarked that she had said nothing of 
many of them in her letters. 

She laughed heartily at his remark, and 
told him that they had nearly all been put 
on in Paris.

She then stated that she could have had 
plenty more had she desired, as the man had 
all that any one could wish. 

The Frenchman has unduobtedly filled “a 
long;felt want,’’ and hereafter doing Europe 
on a dollar a day will be considered an un- 
necessary extravagance.

I now read from a textbook on finance by Ros- 
well G. Horr, page 42: ‘The first unit of value in 
the United States was the silver dollar. The act 
of 1878 made the gold dollar the unit of value in- 
stead of the silver dollar.’’ 

Mr. Horr says in the issue of the New York 
daily Tribune of April 15, 1885: ‘‘The law which 
originally made the silver dollar the unit of value 
was enacted April 2, 1792. I have that before me. 
It is entitled: ‘An act establishing a unit and of 
regulating coins of the United States.’ In Sec. 
9% that act provides for coining eagles each of the 
value of $10. The amount of pure silver in the 
standard dollar has never been changed.’’ He 
then says that the only change in the amount of 
metal in the coins that have been made has been 
by cutting down the size of the gold coin. He 
then says: ‘“‘The man does not live who can suc- 
cessfully dispute a single statement I have made 
thus far.’’ 

And I say now what Mr. Horr said that he can. 
not now successfully contradict that which I cor 
roborate by the words of the statesman who fixe.l 
silver as the unit of value, and he cannot success- 
fully make you believe that some other measure- 
ment was made in place of it. Neither will he 
and gold standard advocates and writers now mis- 
representing this question throughout the country 
convince an intelligent American people that any 
other unit of value was fixed by the patriotic fore- 
fathers who founded this government other than 
the silver dollar. 

I now hold in my hand a silver dollar of the 
year 1799. On its edge in deep cut letters are 
the words: “One unit."’ And while the law that 
made the dollar existed it was as impossible for 
you to truthfully say that the silver in that dollar 
was worth less than a dollar as to say that the 
figure 1 is less than one. That much silver was 
declared to be a dollar, and when you measured 
anything by value you measured it in that dollar. 
and when! you measured it you measured it in it- 
self. 

And thus, gentlemen, silver was made the unit of 
value. 


Bartley, Farrell,

PLANS TO UNITE SEVERAL ELEOTRIO 
RAILWAY LINES. 


te Consolidate the Independent Electric 

Lines and Make Them Feeders for the 

Elevated Koad—Metropolitan Closes the 

Gap in the Humboldt Park Line—Con- 

sent for Loop on Harrison Street—Transac- 

tions on the Exchange. 

There is a good deal of activity in the af- 
fairs of electric railroads in the Calumet 
district, and a consolidation or change in 
ownership of those lines is not at all improb- 
able. There are likely to be a number of 
important extensions also. The Calumet 
Electric Street railroad is a company witha 
capital of $500,000 and an authorized bond 
issue of &3,000,000, of which $2,500,000 have 
been sold. That company now proposes 
some further extensions, and among the 
most important the building of a line north 
on South Park avenue from its present line 
at Seventy-first street to a connection with 
the Alley Elevated at the South Park avenue 
station at Sixty-third street. The South 
Chicago City Railway company, of which 
Columbus R. Cummings ts the controlling 
spirit, has a capital of $1,200,000,.and has a 
like amount of bonds outstanding. Mr. 
Cummings has been making an effort to se- 
cure control of the Calumet electric, but has 
sd far been unsuccessful, There have been 
some negotiations to that end carried on 
through John R. Walsh, but they do not 
promise to be successfully concluded. 

An entirely new element in the situation 
is to be foiind in a group of people heavily 
interested in the South Side Rapid Transit 
who would like to get control of the various 
electric roads south of that property and 
operate them as feeders for the elevated 
railroad. That plan has not been matured, 
but there have been a number of informal 
meetings for its consideration, and it is 
quite probable that something may be done 
in that direction. The consent of property- 
owners is now being secured on South Park 
avenue, and the Calumet electric will, with- 
in a short time, be brought to a connection 
with the elevated road at Sixty-third street. 
At present there are no plans for any close 
traffic connection. It would be entirely 
feasible to bring these electric roads up to 
the level with the elevated road at such con- 
nection, the same as will be done with the 
feeders of the Northwestern Elevated, and 
it is along that line the Rapid Transit se- 
curity holders are planning. 

The Metropolitan Elevated closed the gap 
in its Humboldt Park line at noon yesterday, 
completing the structure over the right of 
way of the Lake Street Elevated, which has 
blocked it so long. It is expected to have 
cars in operation on that line within ten 
days. The company hopes to have its ex- 
press service in operation within sixty days. 
It is délayed because of the lack of storage 
room for its cars. A large part of its equip- 
ment is now stored on the express tracks, 
and new vards mustybe built to accommodate 
that equipment. People who have been rid- 
ing on the road since it started believe they 
see a steady improvement in the traffic. 

The last property-owners’ consents neces- 
sary for the Union loop on Harrison street 
have been obtained, and it is probable an 
ordinance will be asked for before the Coun- 
cil adjourns forthe summer. The projectors 
of the loop know exactly where they stand 
on Wabash avenue. They are still a good 
ways short of a majority, but they know just

It was not the fault of the Chicago City 
railroad people that the Clark street trolley 
ordinance was not passed over the Mayor's 
veto at the Council meeting Monday evening 
and the amendments offered by Mr. Swift re- 
jected, if reports are true. There is reason 
to believe tliat the railway company was 60 
confident it had enough Aldermen with the 
measure that it was only a waste of time 
to talk with the Mayor about conces- 
sions. Extensive grants have frequently been 
given to the South Side company, and it is 
current gossip about the City Hall that the 
company teels in no way obiigated to the 
Aldermen for the privileges it has received. 

Only a few months ugo the story was al- 
lowed to go uncontradicted that something 
like $50,000 which had been put in escrow 
by a street car compaay had disappeared. 
This money, it was asserted, was to be dis- 
tributed among Aldermen who had voted for 
eertain franchises. The man who had charge 
g of. the fund ‘suddenly disap red. It 
‘Was soon discovered he was in Evrope, and 
when he returned be did not have by $20,000 
as much money as when he left. It has since 
been asserted that the company which put up 
the original mouey was compelied make 
good tne $20.000 by the Aldermen and that 
had it not uone so it would have been iorcei 
to pay dearly for ita refusal. More, it is said, 
is known about this transaction than has ap- 
peared in print. 

The ordinance which was passed Monday 
night with the Mayor’s amendments nodouubt 
reveived the support ofa number of Alder. 
men because their constituents demanded 
they should vote for the measure, but there 
are others not so fortunately situated. There 
seems to be a feeling armong certain members 
of the Counc:!] that there 1s abarricade be- 
tween tnem and the ciutches of the law so 
high that they cannot ve reached. Who is 
respupsrble for this assurance is not known.

Different diseases have been prevalent in the 
district supplied by the Sixty-eighth street 
station, and the physicians, while they have 
not yet made complaint to Commissioner of 
Health Kerr, are inclined to believe, it is 
said, the cause should be attributed to the 
quality of the water. The inlet tunnel has 
been in constant use for several months.

paper, and every citizen of Chicago conceded 
that the Lilinoi« Steel company should have the 
railroad connections sought. The only. conten- 
tion was as tu the route. The original ordinance 
provided for what cametobe known as the 
“lake-front route,” which was opposed in the 
Council by a fair minority, who insisted upon 
what was known as “river route.” 
The ordidance was as introduced and 
was vetoed by his Honor the Mayor, whose 
principal o to the ordinance were not 
then urged aguinst the *‘route,” but against other 
objectionabie features. The ordinance was then 
referred to the Committee on Street» and Alleys 
South, evidently with the hope of so amending 
it as to meet the Mayor's objections. It came 
back from the committee in the shape of two 
ordinances, one being the majority report, the 
other the minority report. But both reports 
recommended the “lake-front route,”’ the 
friends of the “river route”’ abandoning ii in 
the committee. 

The Council then had two ordinances before 
them, both recommending the same route and 
almost identical in language except as to cer- 
tain less important requirements. The Council 
was unanimous in deciaring itself for the “ lake- 
front route,’’ as every Aiderman voted for it in 
voting either for the majority er minority ordi- 
nance. ; 

I submit that the showing will not permit the 
majority of the Council being charged with cor- 
ruptiy “‘giving away the lake front” unless it 
includes the whole body, except the Mayor, who 
vetoed it. . 

The contention was then narrowed down to the 
question of present elevation of the tracks and a 
twenty-year limitation of the franchise. These 
were also assigned by the Mayor iu his last veto 
message as the real and substantial objections to 
the ordinance. But upon questions like this it 
is possibie foreven honest mento differ. The 
friends of the ordipance on its final passage 
argued that the magnitude of the interests in- 
volved and the continued and permanent im- 
provementsit was the purpose of the ordinance 
(by either route) to develop demanded more per- 
manence in the franchise than a twenty-year lim- 
itation would give. 

Te require they .build an elevated road 
about a mile and five-eighths in length to con- 
nect with surface roads for the pfiirpose of haul- 
ing coal trains and heavy freights would serious- 
ly cripple if net entirely defeat the purposes for 
which the road was sought. while the ordinance 
does provide for the elevation of the tracks when 
the Council so orders.

The 
Mayor's first veto had at least the effect of get- 
ting a better ordinance than the original one.

Resolution of Boycott Adopted by American 
Protective Association. 

During Monday and Tuesday of this week 
the Supreme Executive Board of the Ameri- 
can Protective Association of the United 
States has been 1n session in the City of Chi- 
cago. There were present at this meeting H. 
¥. Bowers of Clinton, Ia., Past Supreme 
President; W. J. H. Traynor, Supreme Presi- 
dent, Detroit, Mich.;.J. H. Jackson, Su- 
preme Vice-President, Fort Worth, Tex. ; E. 
H. Dunbar, Supreme Secretary of State, Bos- 
ton, Mass.; Francis C. Campbeil, Minneapo- 
lis, Minn., Supreme Treasurer; and C, . A 
Beatiy, Supreme Secretary, Detroit, Mich. 

Many prominent members of the order 
frow Illinois and neighboring States were 
present at sessions of the board, among them 
being Senator J. D. Stevens, Chairman of the 
Supreme Judiciary; State President of Illi- 
nois Col. C. P. Johnson, and the State Secre- 
tary of lilinois, Will D, Newton. The most 
important matter before the board was 
the report of J. H. D. Stevens, ap. 
pointed at the last meeting of the Supreme 
Council to present to this meeting a plan of 
insurance, which plan is original with bim 
and never has been before adopted by any 
fraternal, mutual, or assessment life insur- 
ance company. The plan outlined by Mr. 
Stevens was adopted by the board and will 
soon be promulgated throughout the order, 
the result of which will be to give to the Pro- 
tective Association’ an insurance upon the 
lives of its members which is claimed to be 
far superior to any other’ pian heretofore 
adopted. The following resolution, intro- 
duced by J. H. Jackson, was unanimously 
adopted: 

Whereas, Many ex-priests, ex-Romanists, and 
ex-nuns are traveling over the United States as 
publie lecturers and frequently claim to be lect- 
uring under the auspices of the American Pro- 
tective Association, be it ; 

Resolved. By the Supreme Executive Board of 
the Supreme Council, that it recommends to the 
local councils of this order that they refrain in 
the future from allowing such persona to deliver 
public :ectures under the auspices of this order;

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. § 


r. C. Moore. President of the Continental Insur- 
ance company of New York, has seen a fire in 
Milan, Italy. He is now in Europe for the sum- 
mer, and in writing to the Chicago managers of 
the Continental from Milan, under date of June 25, 
he gives the following description of fire fighting 
in the old country: 

‘I have just seen a fire in Milan. This morning 
on arising, I observed some workmen, tinners, on 
the roof of a large church across the street. When 
I came up to my room from breakfast I saw 
smoke arising from the large dome, some seventy 
feet in diameter. The workmen had carelessly 
ignited the woodwork of the dome. A crowd was 
already collected, but the fire department had not 
yet arrived. Later, by some ten minutes, a 
hook and ladder truck put in a lazy appearance, 
with a véry small steam engine. The ladders of 
the truck were very heavy, fully as ponderous as 
those used by painters in o country, and were 
put together by joining sections with iron tie 
rods.and a pin, after which a cross piece of wood 
was hammered into each section with a huge 
wooden maul, wielded by boys, who volunteered 
for the purpose, and were permitted to do the 
work as it saved the firemen. It took fifteen min- 
utes to get the ladder connected, and five more to 
raise it. Then they ran it up against an adjoining 
house and a fireman ran up to the highest window 
of the house and endeavored to persuade some peo- 
ple looking out of a window below to open the 
window above. Failing in this he carefully broke, 
with his hatchet, a few of the slats of the blind. 
and, reaching through, unbolted the shutter and 
climbed in. 

“This decisive act secured for him the enthu- 
siastic cheers of the crowd below.:+ Then a hose 
was slowly raised, which. might have been car- 
ried up to the roof by the stairs in half the time it 
had required to put the ladder together, and the 
first stream began to play upon the copper roof 
of the dome. It could not reach the fire, and the 
water served only to cool the copper. Then 
another engine arrived, and fifteen minutes later 
got in play, and, within ten minutes, burst the 
hose twice. Then, fifteen minutes later, two 
more ladder trucks arrived and one was finally 
‘erected.’ Meanwhile the fire, burning under the 
copper covering of the dome, had not been touched 
by either of the streams. 

“ At9:45a. m. nothing had been accomplished in 
the way of extinction, and the fire had been burn- 
ing a full hour. At about 9:50 two firemen turned 
up their trousers, English style, in the most delib- 
erate manner. Then another ladder truck arrived— 
all four of the same primitive style as the first. 
At about 10 o’clock the fire had melted the copper 
in places and the first water reached the fire. If 
they had cut through the roof at the highest part 
and thrown water down through the space under- 
neath the copper they could have quickly put the 
fire out. But I could not speak Italian, and Ital- 
jan is as necessary to extinguish an Italian fire as 
water, so I made no suggestions. I will say for 
the firemen they were cool and deliberate and not 
at all ‘ rattled." Whether this was due to admira- 
ble self-control or to a phlegmatic temperament 
or to sublime confidence in the fire-resisting con- 
struction of Italian architecture I do not know. 
Confidence in the architecture is not misplaced. 
It is admirable, and if New York were built as 
Milan is two or three steam engines would be all 
we would need between Twenty-third street and 
the Battery. The wall of this hotel at the third 
floor is thicker than that of a modern New York 
office building at the grade. 

** Finally, about 11 o’clock, the fire was ‘ under 
control.’ By that time the entire woodwork of the 


roof had been cremated under the copper cover-. 


ing, on which the water streams had been playing. 
Fortunately the dome was of brick masonry, over 
which a framework of wood had been laid, and this 
covered with copper. As I write, about 3 p. m., 
the copper has been removed and the brick dom 

has been disclosed intact. None of the woodwork 
remains! What would have been the result if 
the church had been of American construction I 
can only imagine. I would have given a hundred 
dollars to see Chief Bonner drive up at 8 o'clock 
with one of his steamers and an extension truck 
and perhaps one of Hale’s water towers. It would 
have been a revelation to the Milanese. But then 
their construction would be aie revelation 
to us. So we cannot feel ourselves so very supe- 
rior to them after all, for an ounce of their pre- 
vention is worth a pound of our cure. 

**One would not suppose in looking up at the 
church now that there had been any fire at all. 
The copper has all been removed and there are 
no signs of the fire—but they got out an ‘ extra ’ 
about it, and as to newspaper ‘ extras’ the whole 
world is akin.”’

The Governing committee of the Iowa Alliance 
will meet in Chicago July 24. Chairman H. C. 
Eddy has sent notices to the members of the meet- 
ing and, while there is no mention made of it in 
the call, it is known there will be a discussion over 
the reported violations of the agreement on the 
part of certain companies. The lowa Alliance was 
formed in Chicago in December as a result of the 
evil practices which had sprung up in Iowa in the 
way of the payment of excess commissions by the 
State companies and by many of the non-union 
companies. Affairs had céme to such a pass in the 
late summer that rates were declared off on farm 
risks and the rate on dwellings in fire department 
towns was reduced from 50 cents for one year and 
$1 for three years to 20 cents for one year and 50 
cents for three years. This had the desired effect 
and the outside companies immediately began to 
sue for peace. Several meetings were called in 
Chicago, but they came to nothing, though mean- 
time the reduced rates had been suspended. In 
December the rates were ordered off, but another 
meeting was called and at this the Iowa Alliance 
was formed, taking in nearly every company writ- 
State. A rating bureau was estab- 
lished and put in charge of David Beveridge, who 
began the work of rerating the towns where rates 
had become obsolete and making new rates for the 
towns which had not been rated were visited by 
Mr. Beveridge and rates made. For the first three 
months the work of the alliance was satisfactory, 
but recently there has beén considerable complain- 
ing regarding some of the companies which report 
credits with violations of the agreement. Agents 
are writing to company managers that their busi- 
ness is being taken from them by companies 
which are offering reductions from the tariff rates. 
Some of the special agents are reporting’ excess 
commissions being paid. While the managers are 
inclined to look with distrust on some of the 
stories, there are so many stories being received

NEWS OF THE COURTS. 


Judges Payne and Freeman yesterday handed 
down a decision in the Ferris wheel case against 
the city. The court decided that the amusement 
ordinance which placed a license of $50 a day upon 
the wheel was invalid and prohibitory in its effect. 
From the decision the city will take an appeal and 
the case will go to the Appellate Court. After dis- 
cussing the object of the bill, the court said: 

“It is contended that this is a question for the 
Legislature and not for the courts, Granting that 
the subject matter is within the proper scope of 
the police power, it may be conceded that the Leg- 
islature is the judge of the necessity and proper 
extent of its exercise. But the question whether 
the subject matter upon which it is sought to be 
exercised is within the limits of the power is a 
question for the courts. What are the subjects of 
its exercises is clearly a judicial question. We do 
not wish to be understood as holding that the city 
has no power to license, regulate, or prohibit 
places of amusement. It has such power undoubt- 
edly, especially where the manner of operation of 
such places of amusement constitutes or creates a 
nuisance.’’

A bill for foreclosure on Warren Springer’s 
six-story building, Jackson and Canal streets, 
for a mortgage of $275,000, was filed in the 
United States Ciruit Court Monday by Winston 
& Meacher, solicitors for the executors of Jacob 
N. McCullough of Pittsburg, Pa. The premises 
were formerly owned by:'Hubert J. Lehman, who 
on March 19, 1890, borrowed $275,000 from Mc- 
Cullough. A year or two ago Warren Springer 
purchased the place and had extensive repairs 
made upon it. The bill alleges that Springer did 
not pay the contractors, laborers, and material] 
men, and that many of them have sued out 
mechanics’ liens. Springer is charged with hav- 
ing defaulted in the March semi-annual interest 
on the mortgage, amounting to $8,250, and it is 
said he has not paid the taxes for 1804, which the 
complainants have been compelled to pay, ut 
the amount so paid is not set forth. The com- 
plainants allege that they have been compelled 
to pay up the insurance. The court is asked to 
place a conservator over the property, to decree 
its sale, and to establish the right of the mort- 
gagor over the liens of the others. The execu- 
tors of McCullough entering the foreclosure are: 
Henry Darlington, John E. Davidson, and Joshua 
T. Brooks. 

The trial of Mrs. Warren Springer on a charge 
of attempted jury-bribing was again continued 
yesterday in Judge Brentano’s court. The de- 
fendant asked for further time in which to pre- 
pare for the trial, and after some arguments tre 
case was passed until July 23.

Holmes sent 
out and bought all .the papers, which he 
read carefully. One of the first acts of 
District-Attorney Graham this morning, was 
to telephone the Moyamensing Prison av- 
thorities not to allow Holmes to see this 
morning's papers, but the warning came too 
late, for when Detective Gentner and Court 
Officer Alexander, who had been sent by Mr. 
Graham to the county prison to bring Holmes 
up, arrived there they found Holmes calmly 

them, When Holmes was brought 
into Mr. Graham’s presence, réfore, he 
had had plenty of time to brace himself for 
the interview and was collected. 

Holmes was tufned over to District-Attor- 
neys Grahan? and Barlow. After an hour’s 
conference about the finding of the bodies of 
the children Holmes was taken back to 
prison. When he left the District-Attorney’s 
office he was phen: & unruffied by the 
quéstions submitted by District-Attorney 
and his assistant. Mr. Graham declined to 
discuss the result of the interview, and would 
notsay whether Holmes had made another 
confession or not. The prisoner showed in 
his face the result of his imprisonment. 

Assistant District-Attorney Bariow, who has 
almost exclusive supervision of the case, says 
the police department will now set about find- 
ing the other persons who disappeared sud- 
denly about the time Holmes skipped out and 
when he had defrauded the phage | Insurance 
company. rsons are Minnie Will-

Another remarkable feature of the Holmes- 
Pitzel case was the statement made by 
Holmes this afternoon to his counael, R. O. 
Moon and Joseph Shoemaker. In discussing 


‘the finding of the remains of the two Pitzel 


girls Holmes said: 

** 1 was greatly surprised to learn that the 
children were in Toronto, because I believed 
they were in Europe, in company with Minnie 
Wiiliame, When I left ‘Toronto the 
children were with Miss Williams and 
a man named Hatch. This fellow 
thoroughly bad man, 
and I could never undergtand why Minnie 
allowed him to stay around. I sewed $1,000 
in Alice’s clothes and $400 in the clothing of 
Nellie. That money was to pay their ex- 
penses in Europe, where Minnie Williams 
was to have taken them and kept them until 
their mother could»get over and meet them. 
Now, I suppose, that fellow Hatch found out 
that the children had money, and that he and 
Minnie Williams killed them, buried their 
bodies in the cellar, and then went to Europe 
with the money.”’ 

Further than that Holmes would not say, 
except to deny again that he was guilty of the 
murder. 


HOLMEs RECOGNIZED IN TORONTO, 


Photograph of the Man Shown to People 
He Rents the House From, 

Toronto,-Ont., July 16.—[Special, ]—In the 
grewsome, horrible: find that was made in the 
cellar of No. 16 St. Vincent street yesterday 
this city has finally eclipsed all its previous 
rétords of crime. The discovery of 
the bodies by Detective Geyer of Phil- 
delphia, and Detective Aldred Cuddy of the 
Toronto Police Department, was the sequel 
to one of the strangest stories of a life of 
crime and remorseless cruelty that the conti- 
nent has produced. The last link has been 
forged, and the murderer of Ahce and Nellie 
Pitzel* last October will be brought to face 
the inevitable consequences of a life such as 
he has led. 

T. W. Ryves, No. 18 St. Vincent street, 
read the story and recollected that last fall a 
man had rented. the neighboring house and 
disappeared, and every act was accompanied 
with mnystery and suspicion. Ryves told his 
story to Inspector Hail, who communicated 
with the Detective Department. Nudel, the 
owner of the house, was interviewed, and his 
wife on seeing the picture of Holmes’ immedi- 
ately recognized it as that of the man who 
rented tneshouse from her in the tall. Ryves 
himself could not recognize . Holmes photo- 
graph, but quickly recognized that of Alice 
Pitzel. 

Ryves, who kept the key for Nudel, the 
ee the *house was vacant, said to- 

ay: | 

There was always a weight on my mind that 
something was wrong about the man who was in 
this house last faii. The first time I saw this 
man was when he’came to gat the key. He said he 
was going to fit up the house and have his sister, 
who was in Hamilton, come and tive with him. He 
came back again in a couple of weeks and said 
his sist®r was tooill to come just yet, but that he 
was going to fit up the house and his two giris 
were coming to go to school. lsaw him bring up 
a mattress a dog wouldn't sleep oon, 
and an expressman brought up a 
trunk and nO other furniture came. 
Ontwoorthree different days I saw two giris 
playing in the yard. One day they were in the 
rear, and I noticed one of tho girls, and it. was 
the same one whose picture the detective showed 
me—that of the @ider Pitzel girl. I didn’t see 
the other, and I ean’t recognize the picture 
of Holmes as the ‘man . whe ren 

The next moraing after 
girls playing in the 
rear this man borrowed aspade from me. He 
said on returning it he had fixed a, place for some 
potatoes. He gave me the key of the house and 
tofd me to let the pvtato men in when they came. 
No vegetable mencame andI haven't seen the 
man since. Shortly after when the next tenant 
entered the house I was in the cellar and noticed 
the corner where the bodies were found. dis- 
turbed and loose boards were lying on it. 

Mrs. Frank Nudel,.whose husband 1s the 
chief ciegk of the Department of Education, 
rented The house to Hélmes. When shown 
Holmes’ photograph by the detective she 
recognized it.at once as the man to whom she 
rented the house. 

The identity of the expressman who took 
the trunk to and from the house of death was 
discovered iate tovight.* He said he remem- 
bered it was a heavy one and gave a descrip. 
tion of it that proves it to be identical! with 
that fcund in Hol.oes’ possession when ar- 
rested. Another link brought to light was 
the finding’ of the bedstead and mattress 
which Holmes brought into the house and 
left there on his departuré. Mrs. Mac- 
Donald, who succeeded Holmes and preceded 
Armbrust ae tenant of No, 16 St. Vincent 
street, informed the detectives tonight that 
she had found the articles in the house when 
she rented it and took them away with her 
when she moved toanother house. Detect- 
ives Geyer and Cuddy inspected the articles 
at Mrs. MacDonaid’s residence tonight. 

A jury was impaneled by Coroner A. J. 
Johnson at the morgue this evening. The 
proceedings were formaland brief and real 
works will commence tomorrow night 
at police headquarters, when Detective 
Geyer will give his evidence. The jury 
speedily got through its horrible task of view- 
ing the remains.

“QARDINAL” BEMIS OF THE RIOH- 
ELIEU ASKS FOR REOSIVER 


For Two Years the Famous Hostelry Has 
Been Losing at a Big Monthly Rate= | 


Liabilities Now Reach $320,000, but 
Creditors Feel Fully Secured—Palatial 
Fixtures, Crystals, and Paintings=-W. Pr. 
Hugunin Appointed by the Court in 
Temporary Charge of the Hotel. 

H. V. Bemis filed a bill in the Superior 
Court yesterday afternoon asking a receiver 
be appointed for the Hotel Richelieu, of 
which he is proprietor. Judge Payne ap- 
pointed: William P. Hugunin, Secretary 
of the Richelieu Hotel company. Mr. 
Hugunin furnished bonds to the amount 
of $25,000. The liabilities are about 


$320,000, with assets, according to 


Attorney Dow, of over $600,000, The fail- 
ure will notin any way interfere with the 
running of the hotel and Receiver Hugunin 
says matters will soon i] adjusted and Mr. 
Bemis replaced in control. The failure is at- 
tributed to the continued depression in hotel 
business. The suppression of horse-racing in 
Cook County was also a heavy blow to the 
hotel. 

The Richelieu was conducted on a scale 
never attempted west of New York, and has 
been tosing money for the last two years at 
the rate of $2,000 a month. Until Saturday 
Mr. Bemis was hopeful he could raise the nec- 
essary funds to meet his obligations. He 
found he could not do so, however, and 
before his departure for French Lick directed 
his attorneys, Dow, Walker & Walker, to ap- 
ply for a receiver. 


Famous Paintings and Crystals, 


The Hotel Richelieu was one of the best- 
known hostelries in America and was reputed 
to have the finest wine cellar in the West. 
‘*Cardinal’’ Bemis, as he was called, was re- 
nowned for the sumptuous banquets he served 
at his hotel. None was more lavish than 
those he gave his friends, and the hotel was 
burdened with many heavy debts in conse. 
quence. 

The hotel walls were hung with the finest 
paintings and sage arn that could be gath- 
ered from both hemispheres, the best and 
costliest crystals adorned its dining-rooms, 
Paintings and crystalware cost Mr. Bemis 
$150,000. H. V. Bemis was the active spirit 
in the company, of which his brother. Dwight 
Bemis, S. K. Dow, and Charles Curtis were 
the other mem bers. 

Mr. Bemis for twenty years had been a 
prosperous brewer, the principal member of 
the firm of Bemis & McAvoy, now the Mc. 
Avoy Brewing company. He believed that 
Chicago world support a hotel planned and 
conducted on a scale of magnificence 
never attempted. Leroy Payne ‘was 
then erecting apartment house 
on Michigan avenue on ground 
leased from the Jennings and Perkins estates. 
Mr. Bemis purchased from Payne the build- 
ing. altered the front and made an addition, 
including the magnificent banquet room on 
the fifth floor, with its great vauited roof and 
baicony. Oct, 1, 1885, the house was opened. 
Three years later he leased the Masury 
apartment building, one let removed 
from the Richelieu, leased the lot be- 
tween the two properties, and erected 
the two-story building connecting them. On 
the ground floor was placed his{dining-rooms, 
and on the second floor the famous crystal 
dining-room. so-called from the mirrors that 
line the walis and ceilings and the banks of 
cut glass on the sideboards. This room was 
dedicated at the complimentary dinner given 
Dr. Chauncy Depew by the Chicago Yale 
Alamni Association Feb 23, 1888. 


Mortgages and Bonds. 


The hotel was incorporated three years ago 
with a capital stock of $400,000. which is 
heid by H. V. Bemis, Mrs. J. M. Davis, 
Grommes & Ullrich, W, P. Hugunin, and §, 
K, Dow. In 1886 $200,000 worth of bonds, 
secured by a mortgage on the hotel, were is- 
sued, and five years later an additional mort- 
fiage of $100,000 was secured. The Firat 
National Bank and the McGraths are large 
holders of this paper. 

One of the most deeply involved creditors 
is the McGrath estate, which owns first mort- 
gage bonds to the extent of $80,000. The 
First Nationai Bank is also an extensive 
bondhoilder in the concern, but none of the 
creditors have the slightest fear of losing a 
dollar through their connection with the 
hotel company, as the assets excted the iia- 
bilities by one-half. In addition to the bond- 
ed indebtedness of the concern there are 
floating liabilities amounting to something 
over $20,000. Sprague. Warner & Co. en- 
tered up judgment for $5,222 in notes,

Resolved, That the special Committee on Text 
Books be authorized to advertise in the leading 
papers of the United States for manuscripts for 
text books in the different branches of study now 
moot in our primary and grammar schools as ful- 
ows: 

Word books: Series of readors. consisting of 
first, second, third, introductory fourth, fourth, 
and fifth; geography ; oral‘and written arithmetic 
for primary giades; oral and written arithmetic 
for grammar grades; grammar laaguage book ;
